Continent Is the ‘Great

' PEORIA, Ill, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
William C. Bullitt, former Am- 
bassador to France and Russia, 
asserted tonight that Europe has 
been the “great unrepresented” in 
murrent peace talks and deplored 
what he said was “a certain for- 
mula for the production of a new 
prorld war.” 

In a speech at a mass meeting 
ef the third national convention 
mf Federal Union, Inc., the “Union 
Now” organization, Bullitt as- 
perted: 

“During recent months we have 
beard certain British politicians— 
mot Mr. Churchill — emitting the 
proposal] that Europe should be 
divided into two spheres of in- 
Yiuence and thus kept quiet, that 
Eastern, Southeastern and Central 
Europe should be tossed to the 
Soviet Union, and the rest tossed 
to Great Britain; that Europe as 
a whole should thus be placed in 
tutelage to these two non-European 
powers. 

“This is a certain formula for 
the production of a new world war. 
Buch a division of Europe into 
spheres of influence—one Commu- 
mist, one capitalist—would lead in- 
evitably to revolutions and counter- 
revolutions; a civil war in Europe; 
and eventually to a Soviet-British 
war in which we certainly would 
be involved.” 

Praises Moscow Pact. 

He praised the Moscow pact as 
®pening “a number of constructive 
possibilities” but pointed out that 
“we must note the extraordinary 


fact that no European will be pres- 
ent to join in their discussions.” 

“The acid test of good will and 
gtatesmanship,” he added, “will be 
the treatment accorded to Europe 
—the ‘great unrepresented’ of this 
war.” 

In the peace conference after 
World War I, he declared, Russia 
was the “great unrepresented.” 

Bullitt told the Federal Union- 
fists that “you are eternally right 
fm your conviction that the ulti- 
mate hope of mankind lies in a 
federation of the free peoples of 
the world. And I hope that by 
whatever path you may have to 
proceed you will reach your goal.” 

But he pointed out that “some 
gort of a Federal organization of 
Europe is essential for European 
peace.”

Bullitt’s address was broadcast 
over a nationwide network of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. He

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP). 
AR expenditures of the 
United States Government 
totaled 138 billion dollars 

through October, or more than 

three times the total cost to this 
country of World War I, the 

War Production Board said to-

urts placed the cost of the first 
world conflict at $41,765,000,000. 

The current. war expenditure 
total covers the period from 
July 1, 1940 (when intensive de- 
fense preparations began) 
through Oct. 31, 1943. 

Expenditures during October, 
WPB said, amounted to $6,988,- 
000,000, compared with $7,212,- 
000,000 in September’ and 
$7,529,000,000 in August. Aver- 
age daily expenditures in Oc- 
tober were $268,800,000, or an 
average daily decrease of 
$8,600,000 compared with Sep- 
tember figures.

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CATHOLIC BISHOPS 
ARE UNEASY" OVER 
MOSCOW ACCORD 


U. S. Hierarchy Calls It 
‘Step in Right Direc- 
tion’ but Cites Some Im- 
plications, Omissions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
The Catholic Bishops of the United 
States, calling for a “good peace” 
once victory is won, asserted today 
it was imperative that nations of 
the world unite in setting up inter- 
national institutions to maintain 
peace. 

But basic to the right ordering 
of international relations, they 
said, is “the recognition of the sov- 


ereignty of God and of the moral 
law, as treasured in the Christian 
tradition,” and they expressed some 
misgivings over pronouncements of 
the Moscow conference. 

“The declarations of the Moscow 
conference do, indeed, open the 
way to necessary international co- 
operation for peace as well as for 
war,” they said. “In this way they 
represent a definite step in the 
right direction. They do not, how- 
ever, dispel the fear that compro- 
mises on the ideals of the Atlantic 
Charter are in prospect. Some 
things these documents imply by 
statement and more significantly 
still by omission leave an uneasi- 
ness in mind intent on peace with 
justice to all.” ; 

The bishops did not amplify spe- 
cifically this criticism of the Mos- 
cow declaration. 

The Atlantic Charter, signed by 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill in August, 1941, 
called for no territorial changes 
“that do not accord with the free- 
ly expressed wishes of the peoples 
concerned” and declared for res- 
toration of rights of self-govern- 
ment “to those who have been 
forcibly deprived of them.” 

The 2000-word pronouncement of 
the American Catholic hierarchy 
was adopted at its annual general 
meeting here this week and was 
issued by the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. 

The Bishops said they were not 
attempting to enter the domain of 
statesmanship “but speaking as 
pastors of souls and teachers of 
religion we wish to emphasize some 
fundamental social truths, deriv- 
ing from religion, and to plead for 
their general recognition.” 

“Without doubt,” they continued, 
“the root of the maladies which af- 
flict modern society and have 
brought on the catastrophe of 


Group Proposes Interna- 
tional Organization to 


Regulate Global Air 
Transport.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. — The 
first official blueprint for basic 
Government policy in the postwar 
aviation world is contained in a 
recently completed, confidential re- 
port drafted by an. interdepart- 
mental committee of air experts, 
which has been working on the 
vital global problem for many 
months, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

While the  interdepartmental 
committee was set up as an advis- 
ory body, its long-awaited report 
will be carefully studied by the 
White House, by both branches of 
Congress and presumably by for- 
eign governments, and is expected 
to play an important role in shap- 
ing this country’s ultimate postwar 
aviation policy. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Adolph A, Berle Jr. heads the 


group of top officials on the com- 
mittee, the others including L. 
Welch Pogue, chairman of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board; Wayne 
Chatfield Taylor, Under Secretary 
of Commerce; Robert A. Lovett, 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, 
and Artemus L. Gates, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Air. A 
working committee, headed by 
Pogue, laid the “groundwork” for 
the full committee, which. then 
drafted its major conclusions and 
recommendations, 

While the context of the closely 
guarded report may not be made 


| public for months, if at all, it was 


learned definitely that its prime 
recommendations are: 

Establishment of an interna- 
tional super-organization to reg- 
ulate and control postwar global 
aviation and to replace the ex- 
isting International Commission 
on Aerial Navigation, 

Creation of a United Nations 
Airport Authority for financing 
and administering airports of 
special international importance, 
particularly at isolated localities. 

That American domestic avia- 
tion companies be allowed to 
compete in international air 
transport, virtually monopolized 
in prewar days by Pan-American 
Airways. 

That United States ownership 
of international commercial air 
lines be carefully avoided, 

Reciprocity for commercial air 
entry and transit rights between 
this country and its allies, but 
the obtaining of similar rights 
in major enemy nations without 
granting them reciprocal air 
rights in the Allied nations, 

Rights of transit and technical

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
A move to create an over-all war 


demobilization board with Bernard 
M. Baruch as administrator is un-

Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, said today there ap- 


peared to be unanimous belief 
among members that Congress 
should enact speedily legislation 
fixing a few major policies for re- 
conversion of industry to civilian 
pursuits after the war ends. 

Almost everyone on the commit- 
tee, he said, wants Baruch, the ad- 
ministration’s trouble shooter, to 
head a new agency whiéh would 
provide the machinery for indus- 
trial demobilization, but some want 
it to operate only in an advisory 
capacity and others ag the direct 
authority with powers even wider 
than those originally given tle 
War Production Board, 

Baruch now heads a war and 
postwar readjustment unit under 
War Mobilization Chief James F. 
Byrnes. In this post he is charged 
with the development of unified 
plans by the various Government 
agencies. 

Need for Statement of Policy. 

George said that committee hear- 
ings thus far had indicated the 
need for enunciation by Congress 
of general principles concerning 
the postwar disposal of Govern- 
ment-owned war plants, the allo- 
cation of existing materials to ci- 
vilian industries and the rapid can- 
ceHation and adjustment of war 
contracts. 

He expressed belief that Con- 
gress must make provision for 
temporary loans to war contractors 
to aid in revamping their plants 
for civilian manufacture.

LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP), — 
American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators, escorted by Thunder- 
bolt and Lightning fighters, fought 
through swarms of German fight- 
ers, thick clouds and 650-below- 
zero temperature today to batter 
the vital port and communications 
center of Bremen. 

Railway yards, canals, highways, 
bridges and the Germans’ best 
port since the destruction of Ham- 
burg were blasted by the Ameri- 
can heavy bombers which also 
shot down 33 Nazi interceptors. 
The accompanying Thunderbolts 
and Lightnings accounted for 10 
more enemy aircraft, : 

In swamping the heavily-de- 
fended port — using a new tech- 
nique of bombing through the 
clouds, Berlin said—15 of the big 
bombers and nine American 
fighters were lost. : 

“Several hundred” German fight- 
ers were reported seen by pilots 
of the Thunderbo and Light- 
nings which in escorting bombers 
made their longest and most haz- 
ardous mission to date. 

The importance of the raid— 
the Eighth Air Force’s fourth on 
Bremen—was stressed by an offi- 
cial disclosure that more than 1,- 
000,000 tons of imports from the 
Scandinavian countries flow 
through the port each year. In ad- 
dition, Bremen is the home of Ger- 
many’s biggest shipbuilding yards, 
particularly those turning out sub- 
marines.

Philip Moss, vice-president of 
Moss and Lowenhaupt Cigar Co., 
1507 Olive street, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that there was a 
shortage of all kinds of cigars. 

Famous-Barr Co. reported diffi- 
culty in obtaining cigars of all 
kinds, 

Miss Lillian Goodman of the J. 
Goodman Candy and Cigar Co., 
1300 Franklin avenue, said her 
company could not get cheap cigars 
at all, but was able to obtain all 
the 15-cent and 17-cent cigars it 
could use. 

One outlet reported a shortage 
of pipes, as well, but its experience 
was not encountered elsewhere. 
Most dealers seemed to have ade- 
quate supplies, 

Reasons advanced for the cigar 
shortage are labor shortages and 
heavy Christmas buying for men 
overseas,

Alex Elson, regional OPA en- 
forcement attorney, said the suit 
contained six charges alleging the 
company “sold 77,527 barrels and 
173,813 cases of whisky and re- 
ceived a total of approximately 
two and a half million dollars in 
excess of ceiling prices. : 

Two counts in the suit allege an 
overcharge of $848,000 was made 
in sales to the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board. f

Fifth Army locked in seesaw fight- 
ing with the Germans on the main 
road to Rome and the British 
Eighth Army still moving into po- 
sition against enemy lines along 
the Sangro River. 

The Fifth Army made what 
headquarters described as “further 
local advances against stiff resist- 
ance and in difficult country,” oc- 
cupying the towns of Filignano 
and Pozzili, north and northeast 
of Venafro and about 25 miles in- 
land from the Tyrrhenian coast. 

A field dispatch by Associated 
Press correspondent Don White- 
head said bitter fighting developed 
today on the central sector of the 
Fifth Army front where the Ger- 
mans threw in strong counterat- 
tacks against British and Ameri- 
can positions. The German at- 
tacks were supported by tanks 
and heavy artillery. ° 

“Late in the day,” Whitehead 
wrote, “the situation was still con- 
fused.” He said the Allies were 
wheeling up artillery to counter 
the thrust by the Germans in the 
area north of Mignano. 

“First reports said both sides 
were suffering heavy casualties.” 

Headquarters disclosed today 
that on Thursday the Germans 
had beaten the Fifth Army back 
and occupied high ground on 
Mount Camino, north of Mignano. 

The Allies had taken the heights 
on Wednesday. After losing them 
to the Germans in Thursday's 
counterattacks, they smashed for-

Members of Six Political 
Parties Refuse to Unite 
in Government Until 


King Has Abdicated.

ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 
HEADQUARTERS IN SOUTH- 
ERN ITALY, Nov. 13 (AP).—Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio organized a 
“technical” government today in 
a makeshift move obviously forced 


by the flat refusal of Italy’s main 
political leaders to join any gov- 
ernment until King Vittorio 
Emanuele has abdicated. 

The Badoglio government, which 
until now has been described as 
being simply “Badoglio and a sec- 
retary who uses the hunt-and-peck 
system” on the typewriter, was 
revamped to consist now of the 
aged Marshal and a series of un- 
der secretaries and experts who 
will carry on the actual business 
of government but who will 
neither play any political role nor 
participate in any policy making. 

This stop-gap was necessitated 
by the refusal of any members of 
Italy’s six leading political parties 
to join in any government under 
the aged Vittorio Emanuele, whose 
43-year reign has covered the birth, 
flowering and fall of Fascism. The 
parties followed the lead of Count 
Carlo Sforza, who returned from 
American exile to win their sup- 
port. 

The King has temporarily sty- 
mied any moves to oust him by 
sitting tight and ignoring the 
political crisis on the ground it 
was impossible to obtain a repre- 
sentative government until Rome 
falls into Allied hands. The King’s 
supporters, few in number, cited a 
letter which they said the political 
underground in Rome sent asking 
that no permanent government be

LONDON, Nov. 14 (Sunday) 
(AP).—The Red Army virtually 
split the Germans’ Ukraine forces 
yesterday by capturing the rail 
and road junction of Zhitomir and 
sped on today toward the old 
Polish border, 60 miles beyond. 

Soviet forces smashed into Zhi- 
tomir on the Leningrad-Odessa 
trunk railway from the east, west 
and south and after a _ violent 
night struggle it fell to Gen. 


| Nikolai Vatutin’s First Ukrainian 


Army. 

Other units, Moscow said, were 
converging on Korosten, a second 
junction on the same line to the 
north. One group took Chernyak- 
hov, on the railway 13 miles above 


Zhitomir and $3 miles south of 
Korosten, 

A third force that drove into 
Malin was 27 miles east of Koros- 
ten. Occupation of Korosten would 
force the Germans to reroute all 
their north-south traffic through 
the Pripet Marshes of Poland. 

More than 100 towns fell in yes- 
terday’s drive that bled the Ger- 
mans with “enormous losses in 
man power and equipment,” said 
the Russian midnight commu- 
nique, recorded by the Soviet 
monitor. 

New Drive Shaping Up. 

Gen. Vatutin’s army, in reaching 
Zhitomir, had advanced westward 
85 miles in a week since the cap- 
ture of Kiev and the break- 
through of German defenses along 
the middle Dnieper. 

Some 200 miles up the Dnieper 
another Russian assault of great 
potentiality was beginning to 
achieve success after days of ham- 
mering at German defenses west 
of the by-passed city of Gomel. 

Here an army under Gen. Ivan 
Popov, fighting across the now 
hardened Pripet Marshes from its 
Dnieper bridgehead south of Re- 
chitsa, stormed and captured 12 
heavily-fortified German strong- 
points. 

The communique said 2000 Ger- 
mans were killed in the fighting 
below Rechitsa, that large num- 
bers of prisoners were taken and 
that considerable quantities of war 
material were captured or de 
stroyed., 

Booty at Zhitomir. 

The fall of Zhitomir was an- 
nounced by Marshal Joseph Stalin 
exactly a week after he had tri- 
umphantly hailed the fall of Kiev. 

Later details told of fighting in 
the streets before the Germans 
fled during the night, leaving large 
stores of ammunition, provisions, 
big guns and trucks behind. In 
one town in the area the Russians 
said they. found 128 trucks, 1000 
rifles and 30 guns and mortars. 

Russian guerrillas also were 
operating behind German lines in

NEW NAVY TAT 
OF MASSING FLET 
AROUND CARRIERS 
WINNING PACE 


Drastic Reorganization 
Completed, Pays Off in 
Devastating Air 
Smashes at Japan’s Is- 
land Bases. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
The United States Navy has now 
perfected one of the greatest tac 
tical reorganizations in its history 
in order to’ bring massive air 
striking power against Japanese 
sea forces and air-defended island 
positions in the Pacific. 

It is completion of this reorgan- 
ization, as well as the launching 
of 17 battle-type aircraft carriers 
and hundreds of other ships in 
the last two years, which enabled 
Adm, Chester W. Nimitz, Pacific 
fleet chief, to say this week, with 
full confidence of victory, that 
“our time has come to attack.” 

A ranking naval officer told 
this reporter today that “just 
about all our ships in the Pacific, 
except the submarines, have been 
grouped around aircraft carriers, 
and the organization makes such 
a formidable force that when I 
saw it and the fighting spirit of 
the men in it I almost felt sorry 
for the Japs for the first time in 
my life.” 

Two-Fold Problem. | 

The initial problem of this 

massed force is two-fold: 

To clear the Japanese out of 
key island positions and, if pos- 
sible, to create an opportunity to 
engage and destroy the enemy 
fleet. How soon the latter stroke 
can be delivered depends, of 
course, on when the Japanese are 
willing to come out and fight. 

Reorganization of the Pacific 
fleet around aircraft carriers be- 
gan tentatively before the enemy 
attack on Pearl Harbor. At that 
time the United States had seven 
carriers and several individual car- 
rier task forces. ‘The battleship 
remafhed the backbone of the 
fleet, and the tactical concept was 
that in any engagement it would 
deliver the knockout punch. 

Temporary paralysis of the bat- 
tle line resulting from the Pearl 
Harbor bombing automatically and 
quickly forced the aircraft carriers 
into the fighting role of paramount 
importance. 

Subsequently, R. Adm. John H. 
Towers, then Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, was assigned to 
Adm. Nimitz’s staff with the rank 
of vice admiral, and later his suc- 
cessor, R. Adm. John 8. McCain, 
was elevated to the new post of 
deputy chief of naval operations 
for air with the rank of vice ad- 
miral, 

All down the line battle-tested 
naval airmen have been promoted. 
Successful task force leaders have 
been given important new assign- 
ments in the reorganized fleet. 
The whole concept of naval action 
has been reworked to fit the stra- 
tegic requirements of Pacific 
fighting and the role of shipborne 
airplanes in sea warfare in that 

,jsland-studded area. 

The change is considered by 
many experts on naval history to 
be the greatest wrought in naval 
organization since the administra- 
tion of President Theodore Roose- 
velt. At that time the Navy gen- 
erally abandoned the principle of 
fighting by squadrons and adopt- 
ed instead the principle of mas- 
sive fleet actions which required 
the reorganization of the sea 
force around the dreadnaught, 
then the new capital ship. 

Now, at least for the time being, 
the aircraft carrier has usurped 
the role of capital ship both be- 
cause of the job to be done against 
enemy island air bases and the 
fact that whereas the battleship 
can destroy a target 20 miles 
away, the carrier’s planes can 
reach out 200 miles. . 

The basic principle, however, re- 
mains the same: that is, to use 
striking power in masses against 
major objectives rather than frit- 
ter it away in driblets. . 

Complex Problem. 

This is what posed the technical 
problems in- the reorganization. 
The task force of 10 big carriers, 
for example, with its attendant 
battleships, cruisers and destroy- 
ers, covers many square miles of 
ocean. It can put into the air at 
one time 800 or more planes. The 
task of pg these planes— 
fighters, dive tombers and torpedo 
bombers —is enormously complex, 
and many months of work and ex- 
periment were required to perfect 
the methods now in use. 

These methods were tried out 
fully in the big raid on Marcus 
Island last September. They were 
later used in the assault on Wake 
Island and in the attacks on Nauru 
and Tarawa. Currently they are 
credited with producing the suc- 
cessful results obtained by carrier 
planes during the last two weeks 
in the Rabau)-Bougainville area, 
where heavy damage has been in- 
flicted on the Japanese with smal] 
cost to American forces. 

In accordance with the Ameri- 
can practice.of this war to keep 
organizations flexible, the new 
naval grouping and tactics are 
highly variable, especially with re- 
spect to the amount of striking 
power to be used in any one en- 
gagement. Generally the principle 
is that the force to be employed 
should provide adequate numerical 
superiority over the enemy force 
expected to be encountered,

Jap Naval Base So Lo- 
cated as to Be Potent 
Threat to Allied Thrust 


at Enemy Homeland.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP). — 
A little speck in the vast Pacific 


is the most formidable barrier to 
the Allies’ eventual thrust at the 
heart of Japan. 

This shield is the sea fortress 
known as Truk, a naval base be- 
lieved to be as nearly impregnable 
as any in the world and so located 
that any attempt to assault Japan 
or its holdings on the East China 
coast must be highly dangerous 
as long as it flies the flag of the 
Rising Sun. 

Truk’s effectiveness as a shield 
for Japan’s East Asiatic sphere 
probably may be tested shortly by 
the mighty new forces the United 
States has concentrated in the Pa- 
cific. There is little doubt that 
the present Allied drives converg- 
ing on Rabaul, on New Britain, 
are preliminaries to a smash at 
Truk, 

Truk actually is not one island 
but a tight group of more than 
200 little volcanic formations 
pushed up in the midst of the 
Carolines archipelago, one of the 
equatorial Pacific island chains 
Japan obtained under mandate as 
part of its spoils from World 
War I, 

Maps show the Carolines, ref- 
erence books discuss their popula- 
tion and products and in the past 
American traders and _ tourists 
have traveled among some of the 
larger ones, but at the outbreak 
of the war the name and signifi- 
cance of Truk was practically un- 
known except to professional mili- 
tary men. 

What the Army and Navy know 
about it even now is mostly in- | 
formation obtained more than 25 
years ago when the Truk Islands 
belonged to Germany and were 
called the Hogolu Islands. After 
World War I they were mandated 
to Japan, which soon began forti- 
fying Truk into its greatest and 
most secret naval base. 

The islands are incomparably fit- 
ted for such use. They are sur- 
rounded by a great circular reef of 
coral which forms a lagoon roughly 
40 miles in diameter and in the 
quiet waters within is a fine an- 
chorage big enough to accommo- 
date the entire Japanese navy. 

The guardian reef is passable at 
only five widely spaced points, fur- 
nishing a natural i protection 
against invasion, and in addition 
the islands inside have many ade-. 
quate sites for airfields. 

The larger islands in the group 
are from 10 to 15 miles in circum- 
ference. At last reports they were 
populated by 15,000 natives, 1000 
Japanese and a few other foreign- 
ers of various nationalities. 

The strategic importance of the 
group rests largely in their remote- 
ness from any base for an Allied 
attack. They are 3200 miles west 
of Pearl Harbor and 2100 miles 
east of Manila. 

The closest point the United 
States ever held to them was 
Guam, about 600 miles to the 
north, which fell to the Japanese 
soon after Pearl Harbor. 

Because of these tremendous dis- 
tances, the only way the American 
and Allied forcés can approach the 
stronghold, which they eventually 
must try to overcome, is from the 
south.

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Two Formulas Assessing Nations 


Under World Relief Plan Studied 


Levy on National Income or Foreign Trade 
Proposed to Defray Postwar Recon- 
struction Costs. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 13 
(AP).—The United States stands 
tc foot about half the bill of re- 
constructing the postwar world, 
according to lobby talk here as the 
working committees of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration went to work today 
behind closed doors. 

There are two leading formulas 
for paying the costs. One would 
assess the UNRRA nations which 
have not been invaded 1 per cent 
That 
could mean for the United States 
a bill of two billion dollars, if the 
levy is computed on the war- 
inflated year of 1943. If the levy 
is computed on the last pre-war 
year for us, 1940, it would mean 
around 900 million. 

This first plan, obviously, would 
make the United States the largest 
contributor, since it has the largest 
per capita income. 

The second plan, according to 
Assistant Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, who is chairman of 
UNRRA’s finance committee, 
would assess each nation for a 
portion of its income from foreign 
trade, solely. This formula would 
mean a levy on a sum of about 900 
million for the United States, if 
computed from 1940 income, The 
percentage has not been settled, 
and the 1943 foreign trade figure 
would mean little, since such trade 
this year has been practically all 
lend-lease. 

This second formula, other State 
Department officials pointed out, 
would throw more of the burden, 
proportionately, on other nations, 
such as England, which gets a 
large part of the national income 


from foreign trade. 

The first formula would assess 
the United Kingdom around 300 
million dollars, and the Soviets 540 
million. The second formula 
would turn those figures about 
sharply, since the Soviets had a 
very small foreign trade, com- 
paratively. 

In any case, there is surprisingly 
little disposition on the part of the 
invaded nations to ask for outright 
gifts, 

P. A. Kerstens, talking for The 
Netherlands, says his country 
wants to repay every cent, and 
considers a 2 per cent interest 
charge fair although it should take 
his nation 20 years to repay 
UNRRA, 

Constantin Fotitch, minister 
from Yugoslavia, one of the other 
devastated nations, feels the same 
way. 

Jan Masaryk of Czecho-Slovakia 
says his country would rather go 
hungry at first, thereby foregoing 
the food contributions which are 
likely to be gifts, and get instead 
aid toward rebuilding Czech indus- 
try—railroads, chemicals, machine 
parts, power plants, 

All the UNRRA nations have 
listed their raw materials as pos- 
sible contributions toward recon- 
struction, 

Fotitch points out that, if na- 
tions are asked to pay for relief 
and rehabilitation from the start, 
UNRRA may work out a formula 
whereby nations can go down on 
the debit side of UNRRA’s ledger 
for what they receive, and on the 
credit side for what they con- 
tribute, thereby creating a huge 
world barter pool. 


QUEZON URGES FILIPINOS 
TO FIGHT FOR TOTAL VICTORY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
Urging all Filipinos “wherever they 
may be” to observe the eighth an- 
niversary of the Philippines Com- 
monwealth, President Manuel L. 
Quezon appealed to his country- 
men today to “carry on the fight 
against totalitarianism until total 
victory has been achieved.”

CONFIDENCE PLEDGED GIRAUD 
AS FRENCH MILITARY CHIEF 


ALGIERS, Nov. 13 (AP).—The 
French Committee of National 
Liberation expressed confidence 
today in the military leadership of 
Gen. Henri Giraud and observed 
that the development of the mili- 


tary situation had led Giraud “to 
assume effective commang of 
French forces in operation.” 

Giraud resigned several days 
ago as co-president of the com- 
mittee but remained as command- 
er-in-chief of France’s fighting 
forces. 

In its resolution of appreciation 
to Giraud the committee recalled 
that his resignation was made 
under article four of a decree of 
Oct. 2, which provided that the 
military commander should cease 
to act as co-president and a mem- 
ber of the committee whenever he 
went into the field.

English to Take Over 
Control Unless Gen. 
Catroux, Sent by French, 
Restores Order.

LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP). — The 
British Government made it clear 
today that it was ready to seize 
control quickly in Lebanon if nec- 
esSa to protect the strategic 
Middle East following reports of 
clashes bet-veen the French and 
Lebanese nationalists. British 
troops already are on the spot if 
needed, 

While the French-controlled 
Beirut radio announced that the 
situation in Syria and Lebanon 
was quiet and charged that re- 
ports of disturbances were “enemy 
propaganda,” the British showed 
that they definitely did not share 
this wew. 

AKhough British officials de 
clined to say whether Britain 
might employ armed forces in the 
crisis, correspondents were told 
that they could not exaggerate the 
importance the Government, at- 
taches to maintaining order in the 
Near East. 

Particularly, it was emphasized, 
disorders cannot be permitted in 
this vital area, for which British 
troops are responsible. The Brit- 
ish are understood to have made 
this plain to Gen. de 
Gaulle’s French Committee of Na- 
tidnal Liberation in their protes® 
over the arrest of Lebanese lead 
ers this week by the French. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from Algiers said Gen. 
Catroux, Commissioner of State of 
the French Committee, would leave 
by plane tomorrow for Beirut. 

His designation to handle the 
problem was interpreted in Algiers 
as serving as a preparation for 
the committee to disavow the ad« 
ministrative policy in Lebanon that 
precipitated the disturbances. A 
spokesman for the committee said 
Jéan Helleu, French committees 
representative in the Levant, acted 
on his own initiative in 
the Lebanese Parliament and ar 
resting governmental! leaders there, 

Harold MacMillan, British Min- 
ister in Algiers, said Helleu’s ac- 
tions were taken without consult- 
ing the British who had under 
written Catroux’s pledge to the 
Lebanese.

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RICKENBACKER WARNS AGAINST 
COMPLACENCY: ‘FIGHT AHEAD’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
Eddie Rickenbacker, marking the 
anniversary of his rescue in the 
South Pacific last Nov. 14, after 
21 days on a life raft, called on 
the American ovoeople today to 
shun complacency and bend all 
efforts toward knocking Hitler 
out of the war in 1944.

OWI Report Shows 7 Out of 100 Quit in 


Period, Mostly for Higher Pay or 
Because of Restlessness. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
The man-power headache, _ the 
home front’s biggest problem, is 
caused by itchy feet and a sensi- 
tivness to the smell] of, folding 
money. 

Or, in other words, as an an- 
alysis by the Office of War In- 
formation put it today, wartime 
restlessness and the desire to make 
more money in higher-paid indus- 
tries are major motivations for 
quitting war ‘jobs. 

The OWI report included studies 
in 16,900 plants employing 14,900,- 
000 workers. The breakdown 
showed that war plants must hire 
17 new workers a month to gain 
a net increase of three in their 
working force. 

Seven in each 100 workers left 
their jobs in the monthly survey 
period. Five quit of their own 
lvolition. The other job separa- 
tions were due to military induc- 
tion, death, discharges and miscel- 
laneous causes. During the month, 
war plants were successful in hir- 
ing 8.6 new workers for every 100 
employed at the beginning of the 
fimonth, making a net gain of 1.6

The 1.6 per cent increase was 
swing accounted for by the num- 
ber of women who joined the labor 
pool, OWI reported. 

The rate of quitting among wom- 
en is higher than among men, the 
report said. On the basis of War 
Manpower Commission figures, 
eight women are leaving work and 
refusing to accept further employ- 
ment for every 10 persuaded to 
enter the labor market,

TITO’S PARTISANS. - 
IN BITTER FIGHTING 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP).—Allied 
planes of the Northwest Africa 
Air Force took a heavy hand in 
the guerrilla battle for Albania and 
Yugoslavia yesterday while on the 
ground the Partisans resisted a 
determined Nazi attempt to wipe 
them out in Northern Slovenia. 

The Partisan communique of 
Gen, Josip Broz (Drug Tito) gave 
details today of “very bitter” de- 
fensive battles in Slovenia. It also 
told of successful guerrilla opera- 
tions in Macedonia, Dalmatia,

Killed Correspondent. 


Tech. Sgt. Theodore (Ted) Link, 
Marine Corps combat correspond- 
ent and Post-Dispatch reporter 
on leave, was one of four men in- 
jured by Japanese bombs which 
fell only 10 yards from a Marine 
Corps press headquarters on Bou- 
gainville, killing one war corres- 


pondent, a delayed dispatch from 


the Associated Press disclosed 
yesterday. 

Link, 39 years old, son of Edwin 
C. Link, 5322 Savoy court, was the 
O|\last man to see War Correspond- 


ent Kieth Palmer alive. Although 
he himself was wounded by the 
bomb fragments that killed Pal- 
mer, Link told his story to Asso- 
ciated Press Correspondent Rem- 
bert James, who also suffered 
wounds in his feet and legs. 

“T was about 15 feet from Pal- 
mer,” Link said. “I was inching 
along toward my foxhole outside 
the tent. Palmer (who wrote for 
Newsweek Magazine and Austral- 
ian newspapers), was inside, By 
the light of tracer bullets, I saw 
him on his bunk, leaning up on 
one elbow, watching the light 
from our antiaircraft tracers. 

“Jap planes had been coming 
over all night and we had all got 
tired of getting out of our bunks,” 
Link continued, (The enemy bom- 
bardment came Nov. 7 less than 
four hours before the attempted 
Japanese invasion four miles north 
of the Marines’ beachhead.) 

“Antiaircraft fire was so close 
and so hot that I had a feeling 
something was going to happen, I

wanted to get up and run for the 
foxhole, but something held me 
down, Fear, I guess. 

“Anyway, a moment later, two 
bombs fell in front of the tent. 
That glimpse I had of Palmer 
silhouetted by the light of tracers 
was the last time anyone saw him 
alive.”’ 

Others injured were Capt. Pat- 
rick O’Sheel of Inglewood, N. J., 
Marine Corps press relations of- 
ficer, and PFC Paul Elisworth of 
DeKalb, Ill., Marine combat artist. 

The Marines, who admired Pal- 
mer’s zest for news in staying on 
the island after other correspond- 
ents had left to file stories from 
communication centers on other 
islands, buried him the next day 
in the week-old cemetery on Cape 
Torokina. A‘wooden marker was 
inscribed: “Keith Palmer, war cor- 
respondent.” 

Members of Link's family said 
they had not received word of his 
having been wounded, but in a re- 
cent letter he joked about skinning

Fifth Army Makes Local 
Advances in Wintry Italy 


Allied wedge there would threaten 
other points of their line. 
‘Nazi Patrols Active. 

To the west, along the Tyrrheni- 
an coast, German patrols crossed 
the Garigliano River. 

Headquarters disclosed today 
that Allied destroyers and Royal 
Air Force planes joined in a bom- 
bardment of enemy positions along 
the Gulf of Gaeta north of the 
Garigliano river Tuesday night 
and again at dawn Wednesday in 
support of Fifth Army operations. 

The course of the fighting in 
Italy during the past week indi- 
cates that the Germans still hope 
to stave off a real attack on Rome 
for months, thereby nullifying Al- 
lied prospects of using Italy as a 
jumping off point for further as- 
saults against Europe in the 
spring. 

The terrain and the weather as 
well as reinforcements of several 
divisions which the Nazi command 
moved into the line during the 
past week combined to: give Gen. 
Mark W. Clark and Gen. Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery a tough as- 
signment, 

The Germans have 11 divisions 
(perhaps 137,500 to 165,000 men) 
on the line now, and the Amer- 
icans found that the mountain 
strongholds around Mignano had 
been prepared with meticulous 
care, 

Machine-gun, mortar and even 
artillery positions have been blast- 
ed out of solid rock ledges with 
every avenue of approach heavily 
mined, 

Review of Campaign. 

The advent of winter on the 
battlefront found this situation: 

1. The Allies are 40 miles past 
Naples, but still are virtually 
double that distance from Rome 
a month and a half after the fall 
of Naples. 

2. The Allies have achieved two 
objectives in obtaining an air base 
system around Foggia and are 
compelling the Germans to throw 
into combat more than half of all 
the divisions they had in Italy 
when the Italians quit. 

3. Foggia’s airfields are only 75 
miles from the front lines, closer 
than desirable for permanent bases 
of the four-engined bombers whose 
winter assignment is to destroy 
Axis communications and indus- 
tries. 

4. Rome itself is valuable prima- 
rily from a political standpoint. 
Really vital and strictly military 
objectives are roughly 240 miles 
beyond the present front — Flor- 
ence, Leghorn, Rimini and the 
entry to the great Po valley.

Reduction First 3 Months 
Is Outlook — WMC 
Urges Pulpwood Cut- 
ting by Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
Reports of increasing gravity of 
-the pulpwood and paper shortage 
were coupled today with an appeal 
by the War Manpower Commis- 
sion for farmers to turn to pulp- 
wood cutting and lumbering dur- 
ing the agricultural off-season. 

Enforced reduction of at least 
18 per cent in all paper products 
available for use in the first three 
months of 1944 was indicated by 
the War Production Board. 

The forest products bureau of 
WPB reported that pulpwood pro- 
duction decreased 18 per cent in 
the first nine months of this year 
as compared with a similar period 
in 1942. With a time lag between 
the cutting of wood and production 
of paper, the bureau, said, first 
effects of the decrease probably 
would be felt in January. 

An appeal for greater efforts in 
the salvage of waste paper also 
came from James F. Byrnes, direc- 
tor of the Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion, who declared that munitions 
plants already had to close down 
for lack of paper containers in 
which to ship their munitions 
output. 

Byrnes said that about 6 million 
tons of paper a year were salvaged 
currently while minimum require- 
ments were 7,500,000 tons. 

To encourage more labor for 
pulpwood cutting and other occu- 
pations useful to the war effort, 
Manpower Chairman Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt ruled that farm workers 
could transfer to such employment 
without obtaining a certificate of 
availability. If a farm worker re- 
mains on the new job longer than 
six weeks, his employer should 
make a request for his services for 
the additional period to the United 
States Employment Service. 

Farmers and agricultural work- 
ers within the military age limits, 
18 to 24 years inclusive, must ob- 
tain ‘approval from their local 
draft boards. The boards have been 
instructed to approve the off- 
season transfers for periods up to 
four months. The registrants will 
retain their draft-deferred status 
during such periods. 

“Both groups, however—those of 
military age and those beyond it 
—are expected to return to agri- 
cultural employment at the 
termination of the off season, or 
at any other time the need for 
them arises in agriculture,” Mc- 
Nutt said. 

An indication that farm workers 
already are turning to other jobs 
came from the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. It reported the 
number of farm workers decreased 
about 1,250,000 in October—some- 
what more than the usual sea- 
sonal decline. There were 10,- 
698,000 persons working on farms 
Nov. 1, 2 per cent fewer than the 
number employed on the corre- 
sponding date last year and 3 per 
cent fewer than the 1938-42 aver- 
age. 

Compared with a year ago, hired 
employment decreased 7 per cent 
but the number of family work- 
ers was higher.

It also urged that an international 
conference on postwar aviation 
should be held at the earliest op- 
portunity, ; 

On the hotly debated question 
of allowing domestic American 
aviation companies to compete in 
the international field after cessa- 
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tion of hostilities, the report noted 
that Pan American Airways feels 
qualified to handle all of the in- 
ternational air commerce of the 
United States, but pointed out 
that the Civil Aeronautics Act 
clearly established the principle 
of competition, without distin- 
guishing between domestic and in- 
ternational operations. 

It also took notice of the declara- 
tion signed by 16 United States 
airlines last July 15, advocating 
competition abroad as well as at 
home. 

An interesting sidelight in this 
connection is that the domestic 
airlines of this country, while op- 
posed to any Pan American 
Monopoly in international opera- 
tions, for the most part are. also 
opposed to any arrangement 
whereby international air carriers 
would land at inland cities, desir- 
ing to retain for themselves the 
internal air travel business.

Such an agreement should be made 
between this nation and each of 
the dominions, India, Newfound- 
land and Labrador as well as the 
United Kingdom and Crown colo- 
nies, and should provide for a com- 
plete exchange of air rights, the 
report went on.

MILWAUKEE, Nov. 13 (AP).—

that for the Republican party to 
adopt an antilabor attitude would 
be to “take the road that leads to 
defeat” in 1944, and that he would 
fight “every step of the way against 
any such foolish course.”

between labor and industry, and 
that anyone who thought that be- 
cause of “certain disturbances in 
the field of labor” the Republicans 
could carry the country next year 
as an antilabor party, was foolish. 

“The Republican party is not go- 
ing to become the antilabor party 
and I’m going to see to it that it 
doesn’t,” he said. 

Willkie declared that there were 
many in the party who believed 
that there was an “inevitable 
trend” toward a G. O. P. victory 
in 1944 because of gains made in 
the 1942 and 1943 elections, but 
that he could not agree. 

“I hope that it is true. It may 
be true. But it is not inevitably 
The Republican party must 
take stock and make itself worthy 
of winning in 1944. 


Republicans Issue Supplement to 
“Victory Memorandum.” 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP).— 


| The Republican National Commit- 
Eitee’s publicity machines are busy 
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turning out single-page supple- 
ments to Chairman Harrison E. 
Spangler’s eight-sheet “Victory 
Memorandum” of Oct, 25, saying: 

“Since this victory memorandum 
was issued, the 1943 elections have 
come and gone, and the results 
more than ever confirm the pros- 
pect of victory for 1944.” 

The supplement then lists the 
state-by-state results and adds: 

“These results give the Repub- 
licans 26 Governors in the 38 states 
outside the solid South. These 
states have 86 million people—or 
nearly two-thirds of the entire pop- 
ulation—and have 339 electoral 
votes.” (266 are sufficient to elect 
a President.) 

Elaborating on the claims of a 
Republican “trend” contained in 
the pre-election memorandum, the 
Spangler supplement contrasts the 
Republican picture of 1936, the 
party’s poorest year, and the pres- 
ent, this way: 


Senators 
Representatives — — — 89 
Governors 8 
State legislatures (con- 

trolled by G. O. P.) — 9 27 

Both the Oct. 25 memorandum 
and the supplement are being 
mailed to Republican party work- 
ers and voters. The original mem- 
orandum, accompanied by charts 
and maps, pointed out that the 
1944 election will be decided in the 
38 states outside the solid South. 
It added that in 1940 President 
Roosevelt carried these northern 
states by a majority of slightly 
less than 2,450,000, that a turnover 
of 1,250,000 would reverse that re- 
sult, and voting since 1942 indi- 
cated the “necessary turnover is 
certain.”

The 
OPA has invoked similar suspen- 
sion orders more than 4000 times 
and WF A and PAW have also used 
this method. 

The OPA’s power to order sus- 
pensions was also held invalid by 
a Texas Federal court decision. An 
appeal from the Texas decision, 
which was based on legal interpre- 
tations similar to Judge Bailey's, 
is pending. 


$100,000 VIOLATION IN FRUIT 
PRICES CHARGED IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
United States Attorney James B. 
M. McNally today filed informa- 
tion in United States District 
Court charging 17 large wholesale 
fruit dealers and two buyers with 
violating Office of Price Admin- 


istration regulations in paying ex- 
cessive prices for oranges and 
other citrus products. OPA En- 
forcement Attorney Mortimer E. 
Grief said those named in the in- 
formation had paid $680,000 for 
200 carloads of-citrus fruits, which 
he said was more than $100,000 
over ceiling prices. 

Peter Martori, president of Peter 
Martori’s Sons, Inc., car lot dis- 
tributors who Assistant U. S, At- 
torney Eugene J. Finnegan said 
sold the fruit, is held in $1500 bail, 
pending grand jury action. 

McNally said the information 
was the first court action of its 
kind in the New York area, and 
that his office would recommend 
jail sentences and fines totaling 
more than the profits made by 
dealers in all cases of future con- 
victions. 

Yesterday Federal Judge Murray 
Hulbert sentenced two brothers to 
60 days in jail each, a third to a 
similar suspended sentence, and 
fined each $10,000 for selling 
orahges above OPA ceilings.

That is the only conclusion possible after 
a month’s tour of the rubber areas and in- 
numerable talks with those who are trying 
to prime the Amazon rubber pump. 

Probably the Amazon will supply the mini- 
mum amount of rubber counted on for the 
basic needs of America’s war industry— 
that is to say, that with supplies from Cey- 
lon, Liberia and other sources, plus Brazil, 
there will be enough natural rubber in the 
current calendar year to mix with synthetic 
in order to make military tires with a scant 
minimum for civilians. This imported nat- 
ural rubber will not be more than 15 per 
cent of America’s total new supply and from 
Brazil we will obtain not more than 3.or.4 
per cent of the rubber we need annually. 


15,000 to 20,000 Tons, 
Part of It From Bolivia. 


The best estimate of the amount to be 
shipped out of this port at the mouth of 
the great river is 15,000 to 20,000 tons 
and that will include at least a part of the 
production from the Bolivian end of the 
Amazon basin. Included also would be a 
small amount of types of rubber other than 
the Hevea Brasiliensis which is native to the 
Amazon Valley. 

The man who remains most sanguine 
about this Amazon project is Douglas H. 
Allen, president of the Rubber Development 
Corporation which is now subsidiary to 
Leo Crowley’s Office of Foreign Economic 
Administration; but when pressed, Allen 
himself puts rubber production in the Ama- 
zon Valley at 30,000 to 35,000 tons, of 
which, under a basic agreement, 10,000 
tons must go to Brazil. While he adds to 
this total from other sources, one should 
perhaps make allowance for Allen's unflag- 
ging enthusiasm and optimism. 

On the volume of rubber to eome out of 
the Amazon this year there is no serious 
disagreement. Divergence of opinion is 
sharper on the outlook for the future. Allen 
believes the volume of production is in- 
creasing. Dr. Felisberto Camargo, head of 
the Agronomico Instituto do Norte, just 
outside Belem, a botanical expert who has 
worked during recent years on disease-re- 
sistant strains of Hevea Brasiliensis, believes 
that production is declining and will con- 
tinue to decline unless the price of rubber 
is raised,

gree of failure of the Amazon project. Is 
it one of the scandals of the war? Or is 
it merely another instance of the waste 
inevitable in the face of the demands of a 
conflict which caught America tragically 
unprepared? 

A great deal of nonsense has been writ- 
ten about the luxurious spending indulged 
in by Rubber Development officers. One 
columnist wrote about the “luxurious villa” 
maintained by an RDC executive in Manaos, 
the rubber center a thousand miles up the 
Amazon. There are no “luxurious villas’’ 
in Manaos, which is a decaying frontier 
‘outpost. When Reed Chambers, head of an 
aviation insurance firm, was still an offi- 
| cial of Rubber Development, he occupied 
when he was in Manaos what is perhaps the 
nicest house in the town. It happens to 
have a modern bathroom and two upstairs 
bedrooms but it would hardly grace even 
a third-rate American suburb. 


Undoubted Waste; $1,000,000 
Worth of Nuts Brings Little. 


Undoubtedly there has been waste, and 
on a generous scale. At one point Rubber 
Development decided to buy up $1,000,000 
worth of Brazil nuts on the theory that if 
they took the nuts, then workers in the 
nut industry would be free to go into the 
forest for rubber. It developed later that 
the banks actually held the nuts and the 
net effect of RDC’s action was to bail out 
the banks. It is doubtful if as much as 
$50,000 will ever be realized from this 
purchase, 


Through an apparent lack of knowledge of 
the Amazon, supplies were sent upriver which 
were wh®lly unsuited to the region—a type 
of flour and a kind of bean which native 
rubber tappers simply would not use. Large 
sums have been spent in rehabilitating river 
steamers sent down from the United States 
to reopen the river trade. If rubber in 
volume were to come out of the Amazon, 
then these expenditures would be justified; 
otherwise they may seem a little fantastic. 


Incidentally the Amazon has not failed on 
one crop—the rumor crop. The valley is a 
great s6unding box for the wildest stories. 
The group of American newspaper men tour- 
ing the region in planes provided by the 
Rubber Development Corporation heard at a 
half dozen points that a Senate committee 
would shortly arrive to look into the whole 
operation. Archibald Johnston, the salty, 
tough-talking Scot who directs Henry Ford's 
rubber plantation at Belterra, told us that 
the Truman committee had material in its 
files to show that the rubber coming out of 
the Amazon would cost the Government $500 
a pound. (The world price in the years just 
before the war averaged about 20 cents a 
pound.) :

Sup- 
plies were to be sent direct to the seringueli- 
ras, or rubber tappers, ignoring the mer- 
chants and seringalistas, or suppliers, who 
in the past have exerted a firm control over | 


the natives in the bush, keeping them con-. 


stantly in debt and therefore more or less 
enslaved. It was an ancient system, going 
back to the Spanish padrone, which Wash- 
ington decided to cut across. 

Supplies were ordered from Washington 
on a colossal scake—50 million tin cups, 
thousands of shotguns, thousands of mache- 
tes, thousands of grosses of atabrine tablets 
to combat malaria. 


Collaborators of a like mind were found 


in Brazil, conspicuously Joao Alberto Lins 
de Barros, Vargas’ Minister of Economic Co- 
ordination. 


Ambitious Colonization Plan 
Fine on Paper, Didn’t Work. 


With the end of the big Amazon rubber 
boom in 1912—-when the Far Eastern planta- 
tions began to produce—rubber tappers grad- 
ually moved out of the valley. It slowly be- 
came an empty wilderness. Recently Lins 
de Barros undertook to move in a new labor 
supply from the drouth-stricken state of 
Ceara in Northeast Brazil. These Brazilian 
Okies were to be moved on river steamers 
and housed in model camps along the way 
until they reached the rubber producing 
areas where they were to be schooled in rub- 
ber tapping. 

On paper this was a stimulating and provo- 
cative scheme with broad social implications. 
Fifty thousand, perhaps even 70,000, men 
were to be moved. In execution it failed 
sadly. By April 5 only 1539 workers had 
actually been delivered to Belem. The num- 
ber increased later but thousands were kept 
in transient camps, and paid, for months at 
atime. The total number of workers moved 
into the bush this year may not exceed 
12,000 if, indeed, it reaches that number. 

During all this time Americans and Amer- 
ican millions were pouring into the Amazon 
Valley. Grandiose plans were projected. The 
number of administrators, technicians and 
experts in Manaos was so large that an 
American village was designed to house them 
with an American hotel, staff headquarters

Any doctor will tell you it is important 
to keep the temperature of a patient 
down, that in proportion as it is permit- 
ted to rise and maintain a high intensity, 
so will the weakness of the patient be 
greater when the fever abates.

Just now and for some time past, our 
administration has been endeavoring to 
keep our national fever down—the symp- 
tom of serious infection brought about 
mainly by a germ with a highly inflated 
ego: a maniac known as Hitler. But we 
see everywhere a powerful opposition to 
this, coming from conscious or uncon- 
scious and anti-socialites, They gleefully 
rub their hands together over the possi- 
bility of a price rise, knowing that once 
the lid is off, there is a wider margin 
ef profit for the heartless profiteer. 

Naturally we are all watching this bat-

a democracy is able to handle a situa- 
tion loaded with political dynamite, or 
whether it must succumb to the spiral 
of a price rise, with an aftermath of 
weakness so great that the ailment

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Should We Work With De Gaulle? 


Gen. De Gaulle is now without question the 
No. 1 leader of the forces of French resistance, 
He is the leader of French resistance outside 
France proper because he is in undisputed con- 
trol of the French Committee of National Liber- 
ation, following the resignation of Gen. Giraud 
as co-president. He is also leader of French 
resistance within France because he organized 
and directed the powerful French underground, 
In the words of a leader of that underground, 
it will be worth, once invasion ‘begins, “an army 
corps” to the Allied cause. 

What, then, should be the attitude of the 
United States and Britain to Gen. De Gaulle? 
Up to the present, it has been far from cordial, 
perhaps because the General, despite his obviously 
great qualities as a patriot, has succeeded in 
irritating both Roosevelt and Churchill by the un- 
bending resoluteness of hig character and by a 
very well-developed ego in which he identifies 
himself as spiritual legatee of Joan of Arc. 

The time is past, however, for our leaders to 
engage in the luxury of personal prejudice. De 
Gaulle’s prestige has been growing constantly 
among his own people to the point that he has 
become to them a flaming symbol of freedom. 
Drew Middleton writes in the New York Times 
on good authority: “In the past year, the pro- 
portion of Frenchmen who specifically support 
Gen. De Gaulle and recognize him as the leader 
of all Frenchmen has mounted steadily.” A flood 
of testimony to the same effect could be cited 
from other sources, 

Whether our leaders like De Gaulle or not, 
he has to be reckoned with. Yet there are 
now disturbing reports intimating that Anglo- 
American policy is being designed to clip the 
General's wings. One is that we are going to 
withhold equipment from De Gaulle’s armies in 
Africa. Another is that a decision has been 
reached to forbid French troops to accompany 
Anglo-American forces in the invasion of France, 
What is behind these rumors? Is there a fear 
in high quarters that De Gaulle is interested 
more in personal ambition than the liberation 
of his own country? 

We cannot look into De Gaulle’s mind and 
heart, but of course it may well be true that 
he has ambitions of political leadership once 
France is free again. And for that matter, his 
unflinching resistance to the Nazi conquest of 
his country and his very valuable role in rallying 
the forces of resistance entitle him to the respect, 
confidence and love of his people. How France 
is to be ruled, however, is & matter for the 
French people to decide when liberation comes. 

. . o 


On this question, De Gaulle’s position is entirely 
clear. On many occasions, he has given his 
pledge that, once the task of freeing France 
has been completed, he will step aside in favor 
of regular constitutional and democratic pro- 
cesses. In a formal statement of his credo, 
issued in London June 30, 1942, De Gaulle said: 


As we mean to make France once again 
sole mistress in her own housé, so shall we 
see to it that the French people be their own 
and sole masters. When they have been 
freed from enemy oppression, all their liber- 
ties will be restored to them, 


Again: 


Once the enemy is driven from their land, 
all Frenchmen and women will elect a 
National Assembly which will decide, in full 
exercise of its sovereignty, what course the 
future of the country shall take. 


After the Franco-Prussian War, the authors of 
France’s organic law foresaw a time, such as the 
present, when their country might again be con- 
quered. To provide for an orderly transition 
period once the conquerors were overthrown, they 
set up, on Feb, 15, 1872, the machinery for an in- 
terim government. It provides that, if Parliament 
is unable to reconvene, an assembly of delegates 
named by departmental general councils shall be 
formed. That assembly will name a provisional 
government to function until it is possible to 
elect a National Assembly. De Gaulle would be 
bound by these provisions. 

In November, 1942, answering those who were 
suspicious of Gen. De Gaulle’s intentions, Walter 
Lippmann wrote: 

We cannot make French laws. Nor can 
any Frenchman we select or appoint make 


French laws. There is only one French 
Constitution which is legitimate by the con- 


sent of the French nation and that is the 
Constitution of the Third Republic. 

Therefore, it is upon this Constitution that 
any provisional government in Africa or 
elsewhere must be founded, Jn all the French 
territory which is administered by Gen. De 
Gaulle, this principle has been inviglable and 
the Third Republic lives on, 


So@, in French Equatorial Africa, in Syria, in 
North Africa and elsewhere the Cross of Lor- 
raine has flown, Gen. De Gaulle has scrupulously 
observed the basic law of his country. Here is 
an earnest of what may be expected of him when 
France itself is freed. Mr. Lippmann continues: 

While Gen. De Gaulle has made mistakes 

—as indeed who has not?—he is one of the 

historic figuregs.of our generation whom it 

is as stupid as it is mean not to welcome 
to our cause. 

In the many months since Mr, Lippmann 
wrote these words, he may well have repeated 
them again and again. There has been little 
change in the coldness and almost hostile attitude 
of America and Britain, Belatedly, as an outcome 
of the Quebec conference, the French Committee 
of National Liberation was given recognition— 
but the recognition was so grudgingly offered and 
so limited and technical inf its scope that it 
angered rather than satisfied the De Gaullists. 

* o * 

Quickly, and in a manner that could almost 
be regarded as a rebuke to us, the Soviet Govern- 
ment granted full recognition to the French 
committee as representing the French Republic, 
All along, the Russians have been warmer to 
De Gaulle than we have been until it is now 
charged that De Gaulle is leaning more and 
more to the Soviet Union and away from Britain 
and the United States. If we continue our 
hostility to De Gaulle—if we engage in so monu- 
mental an error as to forbid French troops to 
participate in the liberation of theirgowm country 
—how can he be blamed for looking toward the 
Kremlin rather than toward No. 10 Downing 
street and the White House? Our policy actually 
is having the effect of throwing him into Stalin's 
arms, Is that smart? 

When we entered North Africa, we saith a 
deal with Darlan and other Fascist Frenchmen 
who had collaborated with Hitler. We did not 
like them, but they were useful to us. In em 
planation of the Darlan deal and in reply tc 
ecriticism of it, Gen. Eisenhower recently said; 

I’m sick to death of this God-damned politi- 
cal question. I played ball with Darlan 
because it would take me 10 divisions to hold 
my lines of communication open if I didn’t 

—and I couldn’t get 10 divisions here in a 

year while I’m fighting this war. 

If the Darlan deal was justified by military 
expediency, and Eisenhower’s word that it was 
should be final, so a close working arrangement 
with De Gaulle is justified by both military and 
political expediency, If Darlan was worth 10 
divisions, De Gaulle may be worth 100 divisions 
to us. Why this willingness to deal with Darlan, 
a traitor to the French Republic, and this 
hesitancy to deal with De Gaulle, whose patri- 
otism’ has been demonstrated in the most fiery 
tests? To the French themselves, Darian is a 
Benedict Arnold; De Gaulle a George Washing- 
ton. What must the French think of an Allied 
policy that accepts a Darlan and holds a De 
Gaulle at arm’s length? 

. e * 

This is a war we are fighting. We are not 
conducting a political convention. Should we 
plug for De Gaulle as the next ruler of France? 
Of course not. What should we do? We should 
co-operate with De Gaulle, his armies and bis 
underground, to kick the Germans out of France 
and to clear the way for the orderly creation of 
the Fourth French Republic. 

We will not enter France as: conquerors. We 
will enter France as liberators. Once the shackles 
of Hitler have been struck from the French, they 
will walk again in their own way as free men. 

If the French, after orderly elections, choose 


’ De Gaulle as their leader, that is their business. 


If they choose another man, that, also, is their 
business, Meanwhile, let’s not pursue a policy 
that causes De Gaulle to look to Russia ag his 
only friend among the great powers. Let’s make 
him our friend. Let’s recognize fully and warm- 
heartedly the indisputable fact that De Gaulle 
is the No, 1 leader of French resistance and 
work with him toward the common goal,

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A Colin Without a Name 


It is a mountain town with a river skirling 
gaily past. There Rome roads meet from lacing 
their way through the stone-pine and cypress 
and sweet-chestnut trees, where mottled wood- 
cocks poke their foolish beaks about for bugs 
and quail parade or flurry from the falcon. In 
summer the slopes and pasture lands are flow- 
ered, and in November schoolb:;s make a game 
of first snow in upland valleys, and seriously set 
their clumsy snares. 

Like any town, it hag its homespun legends—a 
miracle made by a saintly man, perhaps, or a 
tale of weird murder up the mountainside—that 
children hear often in the summer gardens, or 
at the hearth when rime has written magic on 
windowpanes. You'd know the town, its quiet 
life, its pastimes, from others like it in Montana 
or Pennsylvania, or wherever ways are steep and 
rivers born. Men from such places are rangy 
in their walking, slow to make friends, though 
friendly, soft-spoken, true. Their women stand 
straight and have quiet hands, used with work, 
and quiet faces in which trust is written, and 
their children save playtime until chores are done. 

The town is not another Lidice, nor yet a 
Kraguyevats where 4000 boys and men were 
slaughtered by machine guns that answered orders 
of a Col. Zimmerman. It is not even a Coventry, 
destroyed from overhead and by surprise. But 
in its story there is all the old horror at the 
Nazi way. 

Twelve thousand lived there just two months

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ago. Perhaps 2000 died as the Germans made 
ready to yield, to withdraw. With icy system, 
they looted and pillaged and vandalized in the 
now familiar fashion, They raped and ruined 
and retreated. 

Two hundred and thirtysix men and women 
and children were there when the Allies marched 
‘in, There was no food. The furniture in every 
home was smashed. Mirrors and windows were 
shattered, clothing slashed and burned, pipes 
broken, doors ripped away from hinges and stand- 
ing drunkenly ajar.

A Sobering Glimpse of Our War Job

As we approach decisive action, a member of our high command 
warns that Italy is still a tough job for the two best British and 
American armies, aided by overwhelming air superiority; Germany 
can bring up 10 times as many men. to hold her inner defenses, 


From an Address ny Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, U. S. Army Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Before a Conference of Industrial and Labor Leaders 


We are now rapidly approaching the time 


when we can come to grips with the enemy 
in decisive action. We still have some 
preparatory action to complete in both Eu- 
rope and in the Pacific, but by and’ large 
the build-up period preparatory to decisive 
action is here. 


By far our greatest asset is that we now 
hold the initiative. We can strike the en- 
emy when and where we choose. He must 
be prepared to resist our attack from many 
directions and in many widespread areas, 
We can concentrate our strength; the en- 
emy must dissipate his forces to cover the 
possible routes of approach. 


Partially offsetting this advantage is the 
enemy’s fortunate position with respect to 
operating on interior lines. Every with- 
drawal enables both Japan and Germany 
to ease their supply problems and to econ- 
omize further on the military forces needed, 
Every advance on our part extends our line 
of communication. 

By forcing the enemy to extend his de- 
fensive forces, by constantly wearing his 
forces down by natural attrition and by in- 
flicting severe losses in battle action, we 
hope to destroy the enemy’s strategical re- 
serve. When that day arrives, victory will 
not be far off. 


How We Shall Gain \ 


As our enemies shorten their lines, we 
gain air bases which uncover enemy areas 
that have hitherto been too distant for ef- 
fective bombing. Similarly, it will force a 
further scattering of Axis fighters to guard 
the additional routes of approach. 


By concentrating on fighters, the Ger- 
mans hope to develop something that will 


stop our bombers. They are making every 


effort to develop a new defensive means; 
they seem now to be concentrating on 
rockets which can be launched from their 
fighters and which they hope will stop our 
bombers. So far, they have not succeeded, 
although fighter opposition to our bombers 
has increased, and in some attacks deep 
into Germany our losses have been severe. 
As we uncover the enemies’ main posi- 
tions, fighting will be tougher and our 
losses in men and equipment will increase, 
In North Africa, the Germans did not hesi- 
tate to sacrifice the Italians, who, didn’t 
mind surrendering. In Sicily, the Germans 
had three and one-half divisions and the 
Italians had 12 which ‘were of doubtful 
combat value. It took the two best armies 
of the United States and Great Britain, con- 
taining a total of 13 divisions, five weeks 
to overcome the bitter defense of an enemy 
whose air cover had been’ removed and 
whose supply lines were paralyzed by our 
overwhelming air superiority. 


Oyer-Confidence Is Dangerous 


Today in Italy, we are faced by nearly 
20 German divisions; beyond Italy are the 
Alps, a formidable natural defense line and 
many more German divisions. At the pres- 
ent time,.Germany is capable of opposing 
any attack on a vital portion of her Euro- 
pean defenses with at least 10 times the 
German forces defeated in Sicily. The 
fighting ahead will be hard and bloody. 
If we become over-confident or sit back 
either in the Army or on the production 
front, we will be inviting disaster. 

The Russian situation must be considered 
in any discussion of our future plans 


against Germany. The advance of the 
Russians from Stalingrad, magnificent 
though it is, represents the achievement 
of the entire Russian force over the period 
of a year aided by very substantial lend- 
lease supplies from American industry. 


The Russian front today is still far re- 
moved from the German frontier. To the 
Russians we owe a great debt. They are 
engaging the great bulk of German forces. 
The Russians are steadily closing in on 
the Germans and exacting a very high toll 
in German man power, supplies and trans- 
portation, 


Our Foes Are Thinned 


In our operations so far, we have set the 
stage and have opened up a number of 
practical alternative routes of invasion. 
This is forcing and will force the Germans 
to spread their armies thin. With a main 
attack on one area and several subsidiary 
attacks at other points, the prospects of a 
successful attack on the enemy's so-called 
Fortress Europe are not too unfavorable. 
Had we jumped the gun and tried an early 
amphibious attack against enemy-occupied 
Europe, we probably would have been 
thrown back with a very bloody nose. 


Japan, like Germany, has the advantage 
of interior lines, and can move in a few 
days ships and planes between points in 
the perimeter of her defenses. She is fa- 
vored defensively by terrain which includes 
jungle, mountains and vast, -well-fortified 
water approaches requiring large-scale am- 
phibious operations for the assault. Dis- 
tances in the Pacific are tremendous. Using 
as a yardstick the distance from London to 
Berlin, which is approximately 550 miles, it 
is about eight times as far from Salamaua 
in New Guinea to Japan. 


Every Help for Our Men 


In all our thinking and planning, we 
have sought to capitalize on our superior 
equipment and weapons. We are deter- 
mined to give the American soldier every 
possible break by arming him with the best, 
by giving ,him every possible support in 
the form of armor, superior planes, better 
guns, massed fire-power and every other 
conceivable mechanical aid that will in- 
crease fighting power and save lives. We 
will not hesitate to sacrifice equipment, 
munitions and supplies when by so doing 
we will save the lives of American soldiers. 


The American soldier has been magnifi- 
cent in battle. In Tunisia, Sicily, Italy, 
Guadalcanal, New Guinea, Alaska, in the 
air, and in all our scattered points, our men 
have displayed a spirit of sacrifice, energy 
and initiative that makes me feel very 
humble and proud. Their willingness stems 
largely from the stanch support they get 
from their families at home. 


With determined and competent leader- 
ship and with such fine American soldiers, 
there is but-one other essential item, and 
that js an all-out effort on our production 
front to give us more weapons, more am- 
munition and more equipment. The Army 
will not fail you. You give us the goods. 
We will deliver them,

to a confessional. Men are moral creatures 
or they would not moralize so frantically. 

There are mountains of moralizing about 

war because it is the monstrous denial of 

man’s moral nature and is such an obvious 
betrayal of his moral pretensions,

“The War Against God” is a 17-chapter 
compendium of some of the best things 
that have been said and written about war 
by persons with a “religious” perspective. 
Each chapter is headed by a quotation from 
the Hitler bible or from high-ranking priests 
of the new paganism. 

The book contains not only statements, 
sermons and addresses by individuals such 
as President Roosevelt, the Rev. Martin

years ago. 


The other was typified at the moment by the dismasted - 


hull of an ancient Italian barkentine, once the Marsala but known 
today as Yag (Yard Auxiliary Guard). 


The anchored hulk had nent 


pressed into duty as a mock-up 
transport vessel] for the youngest 
of the armed services and until 
now one of the most secretive, 
though its exploits have been writ- 


ten on the beaches of Guadalcanal, 
Northwest Africa, Attu, Sicily and 
Salerno. This is the Amphibious 
Training Command, the first joint 
Army-Navy combatant organiza- 
tion in American history. Its re- 


sponsibility is nothing less than 


the forging of spearheads with 
which to crash through the walls 
of the enemy’s Pacific and Euro- 
pean bastions. 

The command’s origina] installa- 
tions centered about Norfolk and 
have thrust out into Maryland and 
Florida. Parallel facilities are 
being activated on the Pacific 
Coast and elsewhere. 


Graduates in Action. 

In the Atlantic area was trained 
the division of Marines which 
stormed ashore at Guadalcanal 
Aug. 7, 1942, under Brig. Gen. 

‘now Lt. Gen.) Alexander A. Van- 
degrift. Here were taught all the 
shock units which led American 
task forces in the invasions of 
French Morocco, Algiers, Sicily and 
the Italian mainland. 

And here at present are being 
tutored naval officers and crews 
for prospective landing operations 
in every war theater, and military 
personne] for the vanguards of 
whatever new fronts there may be 
scheduled in Europe. Altogether, 
the Atlantic region has graduated 
thousands of officers and tens of 
thousands of soldiers and sailors. 

For 20 months the command op- 


erated under a total blackout of | 


publicity. Until recent weeks, iden- 
tification of several of its camps 
was taboo in the public prints. 
Trainees were forbidden to hint, 
in talk or letters home, at the na- 
ture of their activities. But at 
last, on the afternoon of Oct. 30, 
a group of reporters stood at the 
threshold of an authorized whirl- 
wind tour of three days, covering 
four of the Atlantic area’s six 
establishments, 


Not Commandos. 


The sun was fair, and wind and 
sea were mild as the visitors, gath- 
ered on Yag’s weatherbeaten deck, 
put on oilskins and sou'westers, 
and blew up the belts of rubber 
which the Army prefers to the 
Navy’s bulging Mae West life-pre- 
servers. While waiting for the sig- 
nal to clamber down the ship’s 
debarkation nets, they had leisure 
to digest several facts learned dur- 
ing the morning. 

The first was that amphibious 
troops are not commandos. The 
latter raid a hostile objective, do 
all the swift mischief in their 
power and then withdraw. But 
when the amphibieus troops dash 
ashore, the purpose is ‘to stay 
there. Another matter to consider 
was a lightning flash of illumina- 
tion on the terse and routine an- 
nouncement that “our forces have 
established a beach-head.” 

Behind these six words, {t ap- 
peared, ‘lie prolonged and detailed 
preparations, a technique of as- 
sault which is unbeliveably com- 
plex and elaborate, a multitude of 
specially designed new weapons 
and equipment, and a morale com- 
petent to brave risks so razor- 
edged that a few minutes may 
spell the difference between suc- 
cess and disaster. 

Officers and men of the amphib- 
fous command regard themselves 
as the hardiest killers in the 
armed forces. As a sort of motto 
they have adopted the saying that 
“what is too tough for others is 
our job.” 

About the transport hovered a 
swarm of box-shaped landing 
boats, which were embarking con- 
tingents of infantry, weapons and 
supplies for the ‘initial phase of 
the proposed assault. 
ing dash, it was learned, is the 
crucial part in the occupation of 
a beach-head. 
a specified series of “waves,” 
which follow one another in pre- 
determined order, at measured in- 
tervals, with troops and supplies 
distributed according to urgency 
of need, The first attack is timed 
for completion in something like 
half an hour. 

The first few waves bear com- 
bat troops with small arms. Then, 
in sequence, come ammunition, 
medical -personnel and _ supplies 
and minor’ vehicles. The first 
vehicles to go ashore are  bull- 
dozers and sand sleds. The bull- 
dozers scrape out roads across 
the beach, which are paved with 
tree branches and wire netting; 
and then, performing as tractors, 
drag the sleds, loaded with sup- 
plies, to their destined hiding 
places. The roads are required 
for vehicles which arrive later, 
such as trucks, tanks and self- 
propelled artillery. 


Giant Battering-Ram. 


The apparatus employed for 
setting up a beach-head, in which 
the total operation may consume 
hours or even days, is a giant 
battering-ram of ships, formed 
like a blunted wedge and cover- 
ing scores of square miles of sea. 
The outer rim, composed of trans- 
ports standing outside the range 
of shore batteries, is often 10 
miles wide. The formation may 
aper down to a chosen “beach” 
Jese than a mile across. 

The entire flotilla normally em-

braces hundreds of craft, including 
tiny support ships which lay 
smokescreens and fire projectiles 
to flatuen any hostile pillboxes 
missed py air and naval bombard- 
ment; control ships, carrying the 
commanders of each group; and 
some nine varieties of landing 
boats, ranging from the small LCV, 
(P) to the sea-going LST, more 
than 300 feet long, which can swal- 
low dozens of medium tanks in 
its cavernous hold and disgorge 
them on a beach in something like 
15 minutes. Each variety serves a 
special purpose and is sent into 
battle according to requirement. 

The boat into which the writer’s 
group of correspondents descended 
was a 36-foot craft, with sides of 
plywood shoulder-high and a steel 
ramp by way of prow. It was 
manned by a crew of four naval 
r.tings—coxswain, signalman, engi- 
neer and rampman. The coxswain, 
twirling his wheel, and the signal- 
man, spinning many-colored flags, 
stood erect and exposed on the 
vessel’s poop. 

It was hard to believe that boats 
so tiny, fragile and unprotected 
|should form the head of the mighty 
|battering ram, but such was the 
‘case, They are supposed to find 
‘compensation in the speed, vio- 
lence and intensity of their onset, 


At Rendezvous. 


| The loaded craft which would 
‘form the first wave proceeded to 
an area known as the “rendezvous” 
and there began rotating in groups, 
which alternated in a clock-like 
motion and the reverse. Adjacent 
squadrons circled in opposite direc- 
‘tions because this scheme has been 
|found to minimize collisions in the 
‘dark. The boats are kept in mo- 
tion for the reason that there is 
no other way of holding them un- 
der control at sea. The process 
may continue monotonously for 
two or three hours. 

At a signal the circles were 
broken up and the little vessels 
set out for shore with support 
ships dashing across the front to 
lay down curtains of smoke. Salt 
water leaped over the sides and 
bow in great splashes, while flags 
in every boat kept up an incessant 
but silent chatter. Parachute signal 
rockets flamed in scarlet against 
the heavens. 

On emerging from the smoke 
screen the visitors found them- 
selves. on what is known as “the 
line of departure.” From time im- 
memorial the unpardonable naval 
crime has been grounding one’s 
ship. But at sight of land the en- 
gineer flung open his throttle with 
abandon, and the coxswain steered 
enthusiastically head-on, at full 
speed, toward the shore. ? 

After a minute or so, the hull 
crashed up on the beach with a 
jar making it difficult to keep 
one’s feet. It was a matter of sec- 
onds until the ramp fell to earth 
and made a bridge over which in- 
fantrymen could race ashore. In 
a few seconds more the ramp was 
raised and locked, and the boat re- 
versed it motors to pull out of the 
sand. Then it headed back for the 
transport to take part in shuttling 
operations, which would continue 
at breakneck velocity, without 
pause, until the unloading was con- 
cluded, 

This exhibition afforded more 
than a hint of the elaborate tech- 
nique, perils and courage required 
in famous landings of the past. 
But imagination had to supply 
their shroud of night and early 
dawn, the support of warships, an 
umbrella of planes, enemy fire 
from the shore and attacks by 
bombers. Incidentally, the amphi- 
bious training command has no 
aircraft of its own, but summons 
fighter and bomber aid according 
to need from nearby Army and 
Navy airdromes. 


Maneuver Off Maryland. 


Two mornings later gunfire 
roused the visitors from bunks on 
the LST-76, in which they had 
voyaged from Norfolk to an an- 
chorage some miles off shore from 
a base in Maryland with the 
felicitous title of Solomon’s Island. 
These were the opening 
of a realistic maneuver concerned 
with the south prong of a hypo- 
thetical pincers movement of in- 
vading forces, with their objective 
in the, capital of Washington, some 
50 miles away. 

At first, sea and land were hid- 
den by the peculiar blackness, 
which deepens just before sunrise. 
Visible alone were gun flashes, 
sparks from signal lamps and the 
crimson blaze of rockets. But 
with the lightening that came 
with the approach of dawn there 
grew visible an impressive pano- 
rama of sea power. Here stood a 
‘fleet of actual transports, cargo 
and personnel; here were hun- 
| dreds of busily scurrying landing 
craft, from the smallest to the 
largest, including LSTs and the 
big, fast infantry-carrying boats 
| which are labeled LCI (L). 


| Here, too, were planes, hostile 
and friendly—flocks of Mitchell 
‘and Marauder bombers, squads of 
Douglas Dauntless dive bombers 
and swarms of the Navy’s cham- 
pion Corsair fighters. They pur- 
sued and fled, or tumbled in dog- 
fights. One two-engine bomber 
flew twice over the LST-76 at a 
‘height of about 100 feet. It was

Amphibious warfare has been 
known since raiders first waded 
ashore from their boats to loot a 
seaside. The Navy from its birth 
has conducted such operations, 
with the Marine fleet force as its 
soldiers. The first joint Army- 
Navy operation of the sort is de- 
clared to have occurred in 1919, 
when a cruiser sent troops ashore 


north of Viadivostok to attack a 
“Red” encampment. | 

But the setup of World War II! 
is new in scope and organization, 
in special weapons and equipment 
which have been evolved and in 
the teamwork of Army and Navy 
on a large scale, according to def- 
inite plans. Only the Marine Corps 
which dreads to find its occupa- 
tion gone, looks on the develop- 
ment with jaundiced eye. The fact 
is that there were not enough Ma- 
rines to go around for multiple op- 
erations planned all over the world, 
and that sea-soldiers in scores of 
thousands had to be recruited from 
the Army. The Marines, who now 
conduct their own amphibious 
training, continue to be called on 
for particularly hazardous mis- 
sions like Bougainville. 

In March, 1942, what until a few 
days ago was known as the am- 
phibious force of the Atlantic fleet 
was set on paper, under the juris- 
diction of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and placed in possession of 
broad wastes of marshland, mostly. 
without buildings or equipment, 
along the shore of Chesapeake 
Bay. It wags instructed to have 
ready within the next few months 
a force for landing on Guadal- 
canal and another ‘for the first at- 
tack on the “soft under-belly” of 
the dragon in Europe. The task 
required prodigies of exertion, but 
it was accomplished, - 

Division of Authority. 

At the Casablanca conference a 
decision was reached by Gen, Mar- 
shall and Adm, King giving the 
Navy paramount authority in the 
amphibious training program but 
stipulating that in combat areas 
the Navy’s jurisdiction would stop 
at the water’s edge, from which 
point the Army would take over. 
The War Department then dis- 
continued its amphibious training 
bases at Camp Edwards in Massa- 
chusetts and Camp Gordon John- 
son in Florida. 

The Atlantic and parent section 
of the Amphibious Training Com- 
mand now possesses six major in- 
stallations—one each in Maryland 
and Florida and four in Virginia. 
At the top is headquarters at 
Oceanview, Va., which is generally 
known as Nansemonde, from the 
Indian name of a hotel occupied 
by the staff. The commander in 
chief is Commodore Lee P. John- 
son, U. S. N. Second in command 
is Brig. Gen, Frank A. Keating,

The other establishments in- 
clude Camp Pickett, Little Creek 
and Camp Bradford, in Virginia, 
and Solomon’s Island, in Mary- 
land. Camp Pickett, near Rich- 
mond, is exclusively an Army base. 
Camp Bradford is a joint Army- 
Navy installation. Little Creek and 
Solomon’s Island are 100 per cent 
naval, The former trains officers 
and crews for small landing craft, 
and the latter does the same for 
large craft. Training at these 
bases ig of the ship-to-shore va- 
riety. 
Dieppe Depression Gone. 
Following the disaster at Dieppe 
in August, 1942, a serious morale 
problem arose. Men of the am- 
phibious force nick#famed them- 
selves the “suicide club” or “eighty- 
nine percenters,” with reference to 
the purported ratio of casualties in 
that lamentable sortie. Their de- 
pression was not lightened by the 
secrecy with which they were sur- 
rounded. But spirits have soared 
mightily since the Mediterranean 
campaigns, in which casualties 
were unexpectedly low save pos- 
sibly at Salerno, and in which the 
amphibians covered themselves 
with glory.

Russian expectation of sweeping Nazi invaders off Russian soil 
completely by the year end clearly is indicated—and within sight of 


accomplishment, 


In Italy, another German hold- 
ing front south of Rome is as cer- 
tainly cracking in the center un- 
der British-American attack. 

From British and Italian bases 
Allied air power already is roaring 
into redoubled action to pave the 
way for cross-channel invasion of 
the continent by pulverizing 
smashes at German war industry 
and public morale. 

Half way around the globe, the 
men and means for a new thrust 
at Japanese conquest outposts in 
the Burma-Bay of Bengal sector 
are being mobilized. Even in 
China, a way of turning from de- 
fensive to offensive operations is 
being cleared at last. © 

And in the Pacific on the word 
of Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, ¢om- 
manding the hugely expanded and 
powerful American Pacific fleet: 
“Our time has come to attack.” In- 
dication of what those words mean 
came from Rabaul, where 200 
United States carrier-borne planes 
sank a Japanese cruiser and two 
destroyers and damaged 12 other 
warships. 

Since that somber Dec. 7 at 
Pearl Harbor, the nation has 
yearned for word from the Central 
Pacific that the march on Tokyo 
is on in earnest to avenge Pearl 
Harbor and Wake, Bataan ,and 
Corrigidor, 

Reduction by combined sea, air 
and land action of the insular de- 
fense in depth of Japan itself and 
the approaches to the China Sea 
from the Pacific seems about to 
start, 

No other construction can be 
placed on the Nimitz Armistice day 
broadcast from Horbdlulu or on the 
events in the Pacific from the 
Aleutians to the Solomons and 
New Guinea.

T’S not the Jap Zeros that both- 
| er the fighter pilots of this ad- 

vanced American patrol—it’s the 
terrific mountain barrier that has 
to be crossed to reach Jap bases in 
Northern Burma. 

Every day, morning and after- 
noon, these boys lift their pea- 
shooters over a range of mountains 
which make the Rockies or Sferras 
look like rows of anthills. They 
spend a big part of their working 
time behind oxygen masks at alti- 
tudes above 20,000 feet. 

“Sure, the scenery’s wonderful,” 
said Lt. Dodd Shepherd of San 
Diego, Cal, who has made the 
crossing many times, “but it’s 
pretty hard to enjoy the beauties of 
nature when you're sucking oxygen 
through a mask and prushing air 
currents are doing their damndest 
to turn your machine upside 
down.” 

Shepherd, incidentally, comes 
from an air-minded family. Two of 
his brothers are flyers, though his 
father is a man of the sea, with 39 
years of service in the Navy behind 
him. ;, 


Meager Opposition. 


Considering the trouble they go 
through to reach Jap-occupied ter- 
ritory, these Yank fighter pilots 
think it very inconsiderate of the 
enemy to send so few Zeros against 
them. . Rarely do they meet an 
enemy plane over Northern Burma. 
And good targets are getting hard 
to find. The best one has long 
since been smashed. 

Most of the bombing is done by 
heavier aircraft from other bases, 
but occasionally P-40s will fasten 
1000 pounds of bombs to their bel- 
lies and deposit them on Jap air- 
fields from treetop level. Holes on 
the runways are quickly filled up 
by Jap labor battalions, but they 
have a hard time keeping up with 
the incessant Allied air offensive 
against their bases. 

These fighter pilots corroborate 
what I have heard from many oth- 
ers, that seldom do they see any 
sign of life in villages and fields 
during their daily sweeps.

by nations now captive that wish to be free and self-governing 
are the only things which will make the historic three-power con- 
ference a real success, according to influential Soviet publications. 


As one means of strengthening 
popular ties, the article indicates 
that more weight should be given 
to labor organizations, which 
struck as long ago as last March 
in Italy’s northern industrial cen- 
ters and helped precipitate the 
final collapse o Mussolini's 
regime. 

Only such a popular government, 
representing all segments of anti- 
Fascist opinion, can achieve mobil- 
ization of Italian strength which, 
in turn, can win again for Italy 
a place among the nations of the 
European continent, the article 
says, it declares flatly that the 
Italian people cannot rely for any 
such upsurge on “a temporary ad- 
ministration created by the Angio- 
American Allies in occupied ‘ter- 
ritory.” 

Emphasis on a popular base for 
liberated governments presumably 
would extend to all exiled govern- 
ments on the perfectly logical the- 
ory that if such a popular founda- 
tiqgn is necessary for the rebirth 
of Italy, it is equally necessary for 
those nations whose governments 
have been outside their national 
territories for considerable periods, 

Governments seeking “freedom, 
dignity and national honor” must 
understand, however, the article — 
says, that these will only again be 
possible as a result of their joint 
participation in the struggle to 
break the power of Nazism. “Only 
by the road of sacrifice and batth 
can these nations again occupy 
their rightful place in a free and 
civilized world.” 


Right to Part in Struggle. 
These nations which have been 
under Nazi domination have «4 
right to the confidence of other 
peoples and should be given an 
opportunity to use every ounce of 
their national force in the struggle 
for liberation, Mario's article says, 


still in the future. 

One specific problem is com- 
munication with Italian troops 
who still remain in occupied areas. 
Two Balkan divisions, it points 
out, are reported to have joined 
the patriots of those regions in 
the fight against the Germans. 
This should be an example for oth- 
ers, it says, urging widespread or- 
ganization of guerrilla activity be- 
hind German lines in northern 
Italy.

Vast Job Ahead, 


Not only are more men and ma- 
teriel required if MacArthur is to 
'take long strides on his way back 
to the Philippines, but if this area 
‘is to be given the sole task of hold- 
‘ing off the Japanese while big 
‘attacks are launched from India or 
‘other areas, it still has a big prob- 
‘lem in the matter of replacements. 

I talked yesterday to an Amer- 
ican soldier who had been in New 
‘Guinea for eight months without’ 
i. furlough—not an uncommon 
thing in this area—and he was 
admiring the almost forgotten 
sight of white women in white 
dresses. 

American flyers serving in Eng- 
land are allowed to return home 
after 25 missions against the Ger- 
mans. The Southwest Pacific can | 
produce scores ef pilots who have 
been on 50 or 60 or even more mis- 
sions against the Japanese and 
still have no prospect of replace- 
ment. 

Many pilots can wear three or 
four clusters to the Air Medal. The 
medal is awarded for 25 missions 
and each cluster is given for an 
additional 25 missions. 

Thousands of troops have more 
than a year’s service in New Gui- 
nea, dating from the days when 
the entire island was a _ virtual 
front line. 

My soldier friend expressed an 
opinion typical of men who have 
been in forward areas a long time. 

“There are lots of things bad 
about being up there that long,” 
he said, “but the worst thing is 
that nobody back home seems to 
give a damn or to give us the stuff 
we need to go further.”

‘posts and is now on Adm. William 
F. Halsey’s staff as “representa- 
tive of the commander of destroy- 
ers, Pacific Fleet in the South Pa- 
cific area.” 

At the outbreak of the war 
McInerney commanded the de- 
stroyer Smith. He commanded a 
destroyer division in the Battle of 
the Coral Sea and a destroyer 
equadron in the first and second 
battles of Kula Gulf. 

Ryan recently received the Navy 
Cross to add to the Medal of Honor 
awarded to him by Congress for 
his heroic rescues in the Yoko- 
hama earthquake in 1932. Active 
in the South Pacific for more than 
a year, little Tommy Ryan led de- 
stroyers in the second battle of 
Kula Gulf, in the battle of Vella 
Lavella and in operations con- 
nected with the occupation of New 
Georgia and Vella Lavella. 

Nyquist, like McInerney, led a 
destroyer division in the Coral Sea 
battle. He was a squadron com- 
mander in the battle of Santa Cruz 
Islands and is now on duty at An- 
napolis, having been selected to 
instruct midshipmen because of his 
experience in forward areas. 

Abercrombie, a profane New 
England bantam cock who holds 
the Navy Cross with two stars, was 
credited with sinking two Jap- 
anese submarines early in the war 
while he was commanding a de- 
stroyer. Later, commanding a de- 
astroyer division, he participated in 
the occupation of Guadalcanal. 
He led two of his destroyers in 
destroying three Japanese patrol 
vessels and he took part in the 
second Savo Island battle. 

Incidentally, Ryan, McInerney 
and an outsider named Sweeney 
formed an Irish team that led 
three forces which rescued surviv- 
ors of the Helena from Vella La- 
vella. Cooke and Simpson have 
led their destroyers in brilliant 
victories over the Japanese. Both 
have been awarded Navy Crosses. 

These six officers entered the 
Naval Academy in 1917 and have 
been close friends throughout their 
careers. Upon their graduation 
jokesters predicted that none of 
their class would ever be promoted 
to lieutenant (j. g.)

It is certain that the Japanese 
do not know how to win the ; = 
friendship of the Filipinos. I know |... 
these people. I know there is one |: « 
thing you cannot do to them and 
expett friendship and service. You 
can’t make them a public spectacle 
and achieve those results. 

Yet the Japanese parade Fili- 
pino political prisoners through 
the streets without hats, shoes or 
shirts—groups of young natives 
who violated one of the many, 
many rules which cover every 
moment of the day. i 

The Japanese are trying to beat 
the Filipinos into their way of 
thinking—with cruelty and public 
indignity. In this way they are 
winning nothing more than ha- 
tred, a hatred which I believe will 
flare into the open one of these 

wdays. 

The new Filipino constitution 
was ratified quickly in mid-Sep- 
tember. It contained no conscrip- 
tion clause, but I have been told 
that under a clause covering the 
drafting treaties with foreign 
powers the Japanese could dictate 
and literally shove down the Fili- 
pinos’ throats a treaty under 
which they could be drafted. 

The Constitution follows closely 
that of the United States, with im- 
portant exceptions. It carries our 
Bill of Rights with a reservation 
stating that such rights become 
null if peace and order are threat- 
ened. 

“The Constitution is okay as far 
as it goes,” one Filipino authority 
told me. “It does not commit us 
for the future, and will die a nat- 
ural death as the Japs are forced 
to leave the island.” 

Throughout the Philippines are 
many Japanese language schools, 
but it is noticeable that most of 
those attending hold government 
positions. Young Filipinos from the 
best families are sent to Japan to 
study and to prepare for future na- 
tional leadership. 

Most older Filipinos feel that the 
Japanese-granted “independence” | 
means total absorption subse-| 
quently. 

Japanese Take Sugar. 

During the past four months, 
the Philippines, a heavy sugar pro- 
ducer, have experienced a serious 
Sugar shortage. I am told that the 
Japanese took all sugar reserves 
to use in making glycerine and al- 
cohol. 

There is a widespread rice short- 
age. Prices on everything are sky- 
rocketing; some already have 
reached fantastic heights. 

Hospital records at Santo 
Tomas in recent months showed 

‘ large numbers of diet deficiency 
cases, but that does not mean that|= . = 
the remaining internees are starv-|° 
ing now. However, they are faced | >: 
by eventual starvation unless some 

plan is evolved assuring them con- 

tinual supplies of essential foods 
and medicines. Insulin is needed 
badly. | 

At the start, the Japanese sup- 
plied neither food nor medicine. 
But in February, 1942, the Philip- 
pine Red Cross opened a central 
kitchen after feeding limited num- 
bers. In June, the Japanese put 
the Red Cross out of business, and 
gave the camp 35 cents per capita 
daily for all purposes. Then on re- 
quest—by our finance committee— 
it was raised to 40 cents last June, 
then 50 cents in September. 

The hospitals at Santo Tomas 
and Los Banos have been operated 
by internee doctors, United States 
Army nurses from Bataan and 
Corregidor and others from the 
Cavite Naval Hospital — all of 
which has been directed by C. C. 
Grinnell, Far East head of Inter- 
national General Electric. He is 
chairman of the camps’ executive 
committee. 

The internees in Manila include 
1500 British, some Dutch and a 
few of other nationalities. The! 
Davao camp’s population is 271, 
while at Bagiou there are about 
500. Internees from other camps— 
Iloilo, Cebu, Baolod, Maga and 
Zambales—have been taken into 
Santo Tomas.

Common Law Marriages

(ize of the growing problems of 
the country is the variable 
status of the common law mar- 
riage, In some states a couple who 
live together on love alone without 
benefit of clergy are given the 
same legal recognition as the cou- 
ple who walk down the white-car- 
peted church aisle or visit the jus- 
tice of the peace office. In other 
states, Missouri among them, 
common law marriages are consid- 
ered beyond the pale. 

The agitation for a uniform di- 
vorce law might well be extended 
to include a uniform law on com- 
mon law marriages, for while many 
such marriages go along smoothly 
through life, many others wind up 
in court with resulting woe and 
confusion. There are numerous 
such cases on court calendars all 
over the country right now, ptz- 
zling judges, enriching lawyers, em- 
barrassing the parties of the first 
and second parts, scandalizing the 
sanctimonious and amusing the ir- 
reverent. 

One such is that of Madge Bel- 
lamy, former star of the silent 
screen, who, after taking three pot 
shots at, and missing, A. Stanwood 
Murphy, California lumberman, is 
now suing him for divorce. 

Murphy is the embarrassed party 
in this case. Madge isn’t embar- 
rassed. She’s just sore. She 
charges that Murphy “has adopted, 
pursued and followed a notorious 
course of willful misconduct with 
Miss June Almy.” Miss Almy pre- 
sumably is embarrassed, too. 

Miss Almy, formerly of New 
York and Paris and holding con- 
siderable money, was married to 
Murphy at Baltimore, Md., with a 
license and everything, as Mary- 
land. law requires, in December, 
1942. Murphy, then 50, had been 
divorced by his wife of 23 years, 
the former Hazel Ricks, in 1939. 
The Murphys had lived in some 
style, and also some discontent. 
They separated in 1936, about the 
time when he renewed his acquain- 
tance with June Almy, whom he 
had met some years before. 

It was not long after Murphy’s 
marriage to June that Madge am- 
bushed him-and let loose with her 
futile fusillade. She got a suspend- 


ed sentence. 
The ticklish part of the marital 
situation is that Madge says she 
was already married to Murphy, in 
April, 1941, under the “consent 
clause” of the Nevada law, when 
he wed June. The consent clause 
means that they agreed to be man 
and wife, but never took more for- 
mal steps. Madge herself admits 
they never went through a cere- 
mony. Murphy says they were 
never married in any fashion.

N the strength of the common 
( law relationship, Madge wants 
not only a divorce, but also 
an equitable distribution of some 
$3,000,000 common property in 
which she claims a share as a wife, 
together with alimony and all costs, 
including postage and lunches. The 
matter is scheduled to come to 
trial in Las Vegas, Nev., tomorrow. 
Adding bewilderment for the lay 
observer is the fact that California, 
which contains the community 
property mentioned, does not rec- 
ognize common law marriages, and 
that Nevada, which used to, passed 
a law invalidating such relation- 
ships easly this year. California 
does, however, recognize the infor- 
mal type of marriage if it was 
contracted in a state where such 
things are legal, and Nevada rec- 
ognizes these unions contracted 
before the passage of the new law, 
which was intended to modernize 
Nevada a little, 
(Just in passing, let it be noted 
that a clergyman can marry a 


couple without a license in Cali-. 


fornia. This has nothing to do with 
the case except to inject a little 
more confusion into an already 
complicated picture),

As a result of this union, Olga 
hag sued in Nassau County Court, 
Mineola, N. Y., to obtain one-third 
of the $600,000 residuary estate of 
the late William J. (Billy) Shea, 
stock broker and real estate oper- 
ator of Long Island. The suit is 
aimed at Shea’s brothers, Martin 
enya Thomas E., who are his 
eirs. 


Martin is an executive of a 
large fuel company in New York 
City. Thomas is a lawyer. Neither 
is a man to give up readily. They 
listened to Olga and fought. 


In asking to be declared Billy 
Shea’s widow, Olga said that her 
common law marriage took place 
on Jan, 26, 1935, at Wallingford, 
Conn., on Feb. 11, 1935, at Nassau, 
Bahamas, and on Aug. 10, 1935, at 
Red Bank, N. J. The defense 
countered this with a demand that 
the court order Olga to make up 
her mind. 


Olga’s counsel, Elvin N. Ed- 
wards of Mineola, then produced 
some witnesses. Among them were 
hotel clerks, who testified that 
Shea had introduced her as “my 
wife,” a friend who said Shea had 
stated he and Olga were married 
“in the eyes of God,” another 
friend who had known the couple 
for years as “Mr. and Mrs. Shea.” 


The defense rolled with the 
punch and came up with a fast 
one, They said that at the time 
Olga was suing for divorce in Chi- 
cago, she was a registered voter 
in Nassau County, N. Y. Kilgal- 
lon, they said, had deposed that 
he had not been in Chicago for 20 
years. Investigators said that the 
people who had testified for Olga 
in Chicago were unknown at the 
address they gave, that Olga had 
not lived at the address she gave, 
and that the apartment given as 
Kilgallon’s address was a co-Op- 
erative whose tenants had long 
been firmly ensconced, and he was 
not among them. 

Ordinarily, Illinois requires a 
year’s residence in divorce Cases. 
On grounds of cruelty, such as 
Olga pleaded, however, no resi- 
dence need be proven. But the 
cruelty must have taken place in 
the Illinois county where the di- 
vorce action is filed. 

The Sheas argued: “How could 
Kilgallon have been cruel to Olga 
in Chicago if he was not there?” 
Thus, they reasoned, her divorce 
was illegal and so, her consorting 
with their brother, Billy, who was 
a bachelor, was nothing more than 
adultery. They called the matter 
to the attention of Judge Rudolph 
Desort of Chicago, the divorce 
Judge, who has summoned the Kil- 
gallons to appear before him and

HE over-all picture as regards 

common law marriage in the 

United States is as variegated 
as that of the divorce laws. It de- 
pends on where you're standing 
when you pledge your undying 
but informal vows whether you're 
a bum or a law-abiding party. 

Roughly the nation is spit this 
way—in 28 states, common law 
marriage is “illegal,” for want of 
a better covering word, while ir 20 
and the District of Columbia it’s 
“legal.” 

By “legal” in this case we mean 
that such marriages, under given 
circumstances, are recognized: the 
parties involved are married under 
the law, the wives and children en- 
joy all the privileges and standing 
conferred by the statutory cere- 
monies, and divorce is possible. 

By “illegal” is meant non-recog- 
nition for such marital contracts, 
or even prosecution under the crim- 
inal law as a felony. 

It is not that clear-cut, however, 
because in many of the states 
where common law marriage is not 
recognized if originating in the

1936 said all marriages had to be 
by the book, Minnesota put such 
unions outside the pale in 1941, 
Missouri in 1921, Illinois in 1909. 
Rhode Island, on the other hand, 
decided it was all right to be that 
way in 1926, while in most of the 
other states the decisions or the 
legislation bearing on the matter 
are older. In Kansas, the recogni- 
tion of the left-handed nuptial goes 
back to a slave marriage in 1852. 
Common law marriage almost al- 
ways ig put to the test by a suit 
over an inheritance, in which a 
man has died and his widow or 
children or both sue to inherit 
whatever he has left. Rarely is 
the union put to the test by di- 
vorce, but that has happened, 
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S an example, Mrs. Agnes E, 

Holgate of Providence, R, I., 

sought relief under the Work- 
men’s Compensation law for the 
death of her husband, Richard, 
in the course of his duties on the 
street cars. She had married Hol- 
gate before his divorce from his 
first wife was final. The Superior 
Court upheld the finding that the 
second marriage was void, but held 
that it was a common law mar- 
riage, in that the Holgates were 
openly man and wife. 

The State Supreme Court in 
turn upheld this decision and 
ruled that the statutory provisions 
relative to the licensing and sol- 
emnizing of marriage are direc- 
tory and not mandatory. That 
is, the statutes tell how you 
should marry but do not say you 
have to do it that way. This holds 
true in most states recognizing 
the common law union, It extends 
usually to marriages performed by 
phony celebrants, as well, on the 
ground that the couple should not 
suffer if they were fooled. 

Oklahoma presents a nice ex- 
ample of the hopeless confusion 
that can arise. Earl Wayne Whit- 
ney, a quiet, mild character, was 
leading an exemplary life in We- 
woka, Ok., where he was known 
as somewhat spiritual in temper- 
ament and where he had a wife 
named Edythe and several small 
Whitneys. The family was happy. 

Then Whitney hit an oil well 
full of money and decided to ex- 
pand his horizon. He found it nec- 
essary to be out of town two or 
three days a week on business. 
This went on for several years. 

One day there was a write-up in 
the papers about a youthful Whit- 
ney, daughter of one Earl Wayne 
Whitney of Oklahoma City, who 
had won a musical contest in Chi- 
cago. The Wewoka Mrs. Whitney 
was a little startled and suspicious 
to read of this. The result of her 
surprise was that the duly mar- 
ried Mrs. Whitney and the com- 
mon law Mrs. Whitney found they 
were sharing a husband. 

The common law Mrs. Whitney 
took it to court and got a divorce, 
together with some soothing balm 
from the oil well. 

Whitney was ordered to pay the 
common law Mrs. Whitney $200 a 
month until she had $14,400, $250 
a month for the support of her five 
children, fathered by Whitney dur- 
ing his excursion into the wider 
life, and $8000 attorney fees. The 
Court also ordered one-fourth of 
Whitney’s property surrendered to 
the common law wife. 

In the meantime, the Wewoka 
Mrs. Whitney started some suing 
of her own. She got a divorce, too, 
and a half-interest in the property, 
estimated at between $75,000 and 
$110,000. 

This left Whitney the most thor- 
oughly divorced man in the State. 
He appealed the dissolution of the 
common-law marriage, and the Su- 
preme Court ruled that he could 
not have been married t# the Ok- 
lahoma City Mrs. Whitney as he 
already had a wife in Wewoka. 
The court voided the property set- 
tlement and the alimony, but, let 
the support order stand on the 
ground that Whitney had recog- 
nized the children. 

With that load off his mind, the 
busy little Whitney decided not tu 
appeal the Wewoka divorce and 
retired to write his autobiography, 
which he has promised will be in- 
teresting. Whitney, incidentally, 
is a lawyer himself,

Cuba's Gift to English

WAS muttering the other day 
| about Basic English and one 

of my Cuban friends stepped 
out of our Conga line and said, 
“Chico, why don’t you tell the boys 
and girls about Suarez?” 

And I said, “Pourque, two, three, 
ugh .. .!” throwing my right 
shoulder and left hip at him for 
emphasis. 

“Because, Amigo,” said my 
Cuban friend, “two, three, ugh...! 
the English language that our 
friend Suarez writes down there in 
Havana is the most different Eng- 
lish, the most sympatico, the most 
two, three, ugh... .” 

“Of a truth,” I replied. “Nobody 
in all the world writes English like 
Arturo Suarez in the Havana Post, 
Que! Homme!” (What a linguist, 
that McEvoy! What a dancer!) 
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SHAKING MYSELF loose from 
the Conga line, I hurried home 
and rummaged in my rum cellar 
where I keep all my precious Ha- 
vana souvenirs, including clip- 
pings variously titled Waves on 
the Waterfront, Visitors in Hava- 
na, and Wings over Cuba—regu- 
larly mailed to me by ecstatic de- 
votees of the Suarez prose which 
he has been creating for more 
than 12 years as his daily contri- 
bution to our Good Humor Pol- 


icy. 
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First, a typical Suarez report 
on a bit of pub crawling: 

“Girls were inside the counter 
and mef, as many as there were 
girls, on the outside at Two 
Brothers Bar yesterday. They 
were all there for drinks and 
entertainments, music, dancing 
and intermingled enjoymenta. 
The police in meantime 
stood duty at the entrance to 
avoid intruders.” 
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NOW, A ROUTINE daily inci- 
dent on the Havana waterfront: 

“Clara Gonzalez Rivero, white, 
aged 19, single, of residence at 62 
Santa Clara street, Havana, was 
arrested for mischief unto a Chi- 
nese subject.

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FOR ONE WHO GETS around 
as much as Suarez seems to, very 
few people can be found in Havana 
who have seen this mild, serious, 
dignified little gremlin of a man. 

His conversation (which he de 
livers with a secret smile as though 
he were enjoying a private joke) 
gives no hint of the rich complica- 
tions of his written prose. I asked 
him once if he composed his mas- 
terpieces first in Spanish and then 
translated them into his cown 
idiom.

HOSE tasty curvilinear Varga 
T girls have been relaxing in Es- 

quire Magazine’s pages for a 
long time before the Postoffice De- 
partment began to speculate on 
their morals. As the glamorous 
star defendants in the P. O.’s hear- 
ing to deprive Esky of its second- 
class mailing privilege, they and 
some of their girl friends have 
been charged with being lewd, 
lascivious, indecent and downright 
stimulating, and the jury of three 
solemn Postoffice Solomons will 
soon decide whether to toss them 
out into the cold, unclad as they 
are, or order them to buy a more 
tangible wardrobe. 

The parade of witnesses at this 
trial in the nation’s capital has 
been composed of two warring 
camps, Esquire reached up in high 
places to pluck learned psychiat- 
rists and educationalists who swore 
that the long-legged Varga girls 
are the glorification of young 
American womanhood, bringing 
out the best in us. The Govern- 
ment witnesses agreed there is

Oddities 
Of 
English 


By Frank Colby 


N many respects English is the 

most remarkable language the 

world has known. Although in 
its modern form it is the baby of 
languages, being only about 500 
years old, it is spoken in its two 
forms—British and American—by 
more people than any other 
tongue—probably by more than 
200, 000—and it contains the 
greatest number of words. Also, 
it is the most virile of modern 
languages, for literally it is grow- 
ing faster than can be recorded 
by the dictionaries. This is espe 
cially true of American-English, 
as these figures will show: 

In 1828, when Noak Webster 
published his first American dic- 
tionary, it contained about 70.000 
words. Fifty years later, in 1878, 
Webster’s contained 118,000 words, 
Today, the 1942 unabridged Web- 
aster’s contains more than 600,000 
entries (200,000 more than the Ox- 
ford English Dictionary), and, as 
the result of the war, new words 
are being coined rapidly and in 
large numbers: jeep, paratroops, 
block busters, Wacs, Waves, Sea- 
bees, flying fortresses, black-out, 
dim-out, black market, V mail, 
task force, tin fish (torpedo), pig 
boat, mosquito boat, blitz-buggy, 
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THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE 
contains more separate sounds 
than any other tongue, with the 
possible exception of the dialects 
of China. There are 46 different 
sounds in English, and to express 
them in print we have an alpha- 
bet of but 26 letters. Of the 4 
sounds, 24 are consonant sounds, 
and there are 18 vowel sounds 
and 4 diphthongs that must be ex- 
pressed with but five characters: 
A, E, I, O, U (sometimes Y). 

English is the only modern 
tongue in which the vowels A, E, 
I, U are ever pronounced “ay, 
ee, eye, yoo.” In most European 
languages, these four vowels are 
pronounced thus: A is pronounced 
“ah.” E is pronounced “ay.” I 
is pronounced “ee.” U is pro- 
nounced “oo” as in food, never 
“yoo” as in feud. This explains 
a few of the difficulties the for- 
eigner meets in learning to pro- 
nounce English—he tries to give 
the vowels their European values. 
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UNLIKE MOST EUROPEAN 
languages, English is strictly un- 
phonetic; that is to say, words 
seldom are pronounced according 
to the spelling. To show that Eng- 
lish sounds are not spelled, but 
are symbolized, the letter A will 
serve as a good example, for there 
are at least 15 ways of spelling 
the long or “ay” sound alone: “a” 
as in fate; “ae” as in maelstrom: 
“ai” as in bait; “ao” as in gaol 
(pronounced “jail”); “au” as in 
gauge; “ay” as in day; “eye” as 
in aye; “e” and “ee” as in melee 
(pronounced “may-LAY)”; “ea” as 
in break; “eh” as in eh (pronounced 
“ay”); “ey” as in prey; “uet” as 
in banquet; “eigh” as in neigh; 


« “et” as in toupet. 
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Also, we should take note of 
such unphonetic spellings as: 
bomb, comb, tomb; one, bone, 
done, gone; by, buy; to, too, two; 
chute, shoot; blue, blew; brews, 
bruise; bough, cough, dough, 
hough (pronounced “hock”), 
rough, through, hiccough; rite, 
right, write, wright. There are 
countless others. 
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ENGLISH IS THE ONLY lIan- 
guage in which the accent of 
words shifts from the first to the 
second syllable depending on the 
part of speech, as: conduct, noun, 
conduct, verb; object, noun, ob- 
ject, verb; present, noun, present, 
verb; insult, noun, insult, verb, 
Also in no other language does 
the meaning of a word change its 
pronunciation completely, as: bow, 
a nod, bow a knot; row, to row 
a boat, row, a quarrel; dove, «@ 
bird, dove, erroneous past tense 
of dive; sewer, one who sews, 
sewer, a drain; live, to reside, live, 
to be alive.

THOUGH ENGLISH OFTEN is 
spoken .of as “Anglo-Saxon,” ac- 
tually there is very little Anglo- 
Saxon to it. The composition of 
modern English is: 35 per cent 
French; 25 per cent Anglo-Saxon; 
16 pér cent Latin; 14 per cent 
Greek; 10 per cent miscellaneous, 
Another peculiarity about English 
is that there are practically no 
native (Anglo-Saxon) words of a 
military nature, Such words as 
army, company, squad, batallion, 
regiment, corporal, sergeant, lieu- 
tenant, colonel, major, general, sol- 
dier, artillery, infantry, aviation, 
bayonet, cartridge, etc., were bor- 
rowed from the French, The rea- 
son for this is that when the 
French-speaking Normans invaded 
the British Isles in 1066 A. D., the 
native British, who were Celts and 
Algo-Saxons, were little more than 
rude tribesmen, and were not 
versed in the arts of o 
warfare, and hence had few words 
of a military nature. The Norman 
conquerors taught the military 
words to the British, and the words 
have been in the English language 
ever since,

This went on into an “impromp- 
tu” program of phonograph re- 
cordings, several of which had 
been selected with the idea of 
“community” singing, for which a 
budding soprano from among the 
guests had been secretly chosen.

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NO ITEM IN THIS menu is 
even mildly difficult, but the recipe 
for the pot of baked beans was 
sound and correct in the New 
England manner and enough for 
2 hungry souls: Pick over and 
soak overnight five quarts of pea 
or soldier beans. Next morning 
drain off water, cover with fresh 
water in which two teaspoons of 
baking soda have been added; 
bringing to a boil and simmer 
slowly for 15 minutes. 

Now drain off all the water and 
rinse the beans in cold water, 
draining dry. While this has been 
going on, cut a four pound piece 
of bacon or salt pork into thick 
slices, making about 24 pieces. Now 
place beans into a pot or two, 
mixing the pork in, but topping 
with beans. Now mix one and a 
half cups molasses, five table- 
spoons salt, 12 tablespoons sugar 
and four teaspoons dry mustard 
in hot water and pour this over 
the beans. Then add enough more 
boiling water to cover beans. Cov- 
er the pot and bake six hours in 
low oven (about 250 degrees). Then 
uncover, sprinkle with brown su- 
gar and bake half-hour longer to 
brown the top of the beans. 
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DISH OF THE DAY. Chafing 
dishes are back in style because 
of their highly utilitarian value, 
letting the busy wartime house- 
wife without help put polite little 
dinners or suppers into spots of 
social graciousness. 

To initiate the dish, here is a 
nice recipe to cook and serve at 
the table in the upper pan: For 
four servings: a cup of diced 
cooked chicken or veal — same 
amount of potatoes, raw and diced.

Over this pour 
broth (a can of chicken broth will 
be fine) then some chopped pars- 
ley, also chives if you have them.

One pound rutabagas, one pound 
potatoes, one and one-half cups 
water, two and one-half teaspoons 
salt, three-fourths teaspoon sugar, 
two cups milk, two tablespoons 
butter or maragine, few dashes 
black pepper, one tablespoon 
chopped parsley. 


Peel rutabaga and slice cross- 
wise in thin chips. Put into sauce 
pan. Add water and half of salt. 


Cover tightly, heat to boiling, re- 
duce heat and cook at a gentle 
simmer 20 to 25 minutes. Then add 
potato, peeled and sliced thinly. 
Again cover and cook until both 
potato and rutabaga are tender, 
about 10 minutes. Mash with po- 
tato masher, add rest of salt, 
sugar, milk, margarine and pep- 
per. Reheat to boiling. Serve im- 
mediately with chopped parsley. 
Four generous servings.

rior to all the rest of us... young, 
husky men going past women, chil- 
dren and the aged. 

“It was the women who took 
charge of the situation, and they 
did it very skilfully. At about the 
third meal, as soldiers shoved by 
the line waiting in the narrow 
corridor, remarks began to be 
dropped—polite, gentle, but audible. 
“‘I do hope we're not breeding 
a generation of selfish, inconsider- 
ate young men.” 

“Tt does seem a little curious 
that women with children should 
stand ‘waiting while our gallant 
men in uniform have their din- 
ners.’”’ 

“The soldiers didn’t quite know 
what to make of it. One or two 
were a little hostile, but most were 
rather apologetic and shamefaced. 
“By the middle of the next day, 
the whole thing was arranged to 
everybody’s satisfaction. The sol- 
diers had the right to enter the 
dining car 15 or 20 minutes ahead 
of anyone else. Those* who did 
were served first. Those who 
didn’t took their places in line 


with the rest of the passengers 


and a few hours after that soldiers 
all over the train were helping 
mothers with their babies. By the 
time we reached San Francisco, 
we were all devoted friends. . To 
me, an Englishman, it was one of 
the most wonderful and revealing 
demonstrations of American life 
that I have yet seen.”

A Common Burden. 

RESUMABLY the solution of 
Pp the “military priority” problem 

isn’t always so happily arrived 
at. Sometimes the impulse. to 
treat men in uniform as a privi- 
leged class leads to practices of 
doubtful wisdom, and has its bad 
effect upon young men who forget 
that a good many of the oldsters 
past whom they stride have also 
worn this country’s uniform. The 
duty, honor and privilege of bear- 
ing arms is merely another branch 
of the democratic function—it falls 
on the good, bad and indifferent 
alike, and is not intended to cre- 
ate a “pressure group” of 10 or 12 
million which will later expect bo- 
nuses and rewards as it now ex- 
pects to entér dining cafs... 
But the point is, there are solu- 
tions which can be effected by 
plain, ordinary citizens. 
For this is a citizens’ war, and 
many a civilian has greater right 
to medals than many a man in unil- 
form. 
Many a middle-aged couple, do- 
ing a faithful day’s work every 
day, “sweats it out” over the 
knowledge that “our son” has gone 
to sea, or gone overseas, or been 
assigned to a combat squadron.

Rubber Workers Wanted: Rub- 
ber industry representatives say 
the man power situation in the 
tire manufacturing industry is so 
tight that representations may be 
made to the armed forces to try 
to get trained rubber workers out 
of the ranks and back into the 
factories, 

The industry is negotiating with 
man power authorities to retrieve 
workers from jobs they took when 
tire-making was limited by lack 
of synthetic rubber.

HIS portrait, painted by Lieutenant-CCommander McClelland Bar- 
7 clay, former St. Louis artist who was reported missing in action 
last summer, is of the commandant of the United States Marine 
Corps, which observed its 168th birthday last week. Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Thomas Holcomb, the first commandant to hold a rank above 
major-general, is in many respects typical of the corps famed for its 


fighting qualities. He has alified as a distinguished marksman, has 
served ta various parts of te world, including Cuba, China and the 


Philippines, and fought so well in World War I, as an officer of the 


Sixth Regiment of the Marines at Chateau Thierry, Soissons, St. Mihiel, 
Argonne Forest and other engagements, as to win the Navy Cross, 
Silver Star with three oak leaf clusters, Meritorious Service citation, 


French Cross of the Legion of Honor and three awards of the Croix de 
Guerre with palm. Member of the Marine Corps since 1900 and its 
commandant since December 1, 1938, General Holcomb lives with his 
wife at the Marine Barracks in Washington.
